periods when all I can think about is 
“one, just one.” One of my best 
friends told me she still gets cravings 
15 years after her last drag. 

It’s that insidiousness of the addic- 
tion that makes the debate over smok- 
ers’ rights such a fiercely emotional 
one. 

There is no clear, politically cor- 
rect line here between the individual 
right of the smoker to light up and the 
collective right of the community to 
protect itself from the fallout of pas- 
sive smoke. 

Nobody argues anymore about the 
physiological dangers of smoke. Even 
the tobacco companies have stepped 
back from their earlier claims that 
there are no risks involved in smok- 
ing. Their line now is that people 
should judge for themselves. 

But how far can, and should, the 
government go to protect us from our- 
selves? It’s an age-old question that 
brought us prohibition in the 1930s 
and seat-belt laws in the 1970s — and 
one that appears to have split the 
branches of government. 

While factions of Congress keep 
pushing for tougher smoking restric- 
tions, the Supreme Court ruled last 
year that a cigarette manufacturer was 
not responsible for the death of a 
woman addicted to its product. 

And the argument has deeply 
divided the Bay Area, which stands to 
be the next battle ground in the fight 
between health advocates and smok- 
ets’ rights groups (see “Smoking 
Cross Fire,” Page 17). 

Both sides are vehement in the 
defense of their “inalienable rights,” 
and both sides will spend millions to 
try to sway public opinion to their 
side. Neither will find a clear victory, 
though, because it’s a question society 
is not yet willing, or able, to answer. 


I won’t bore you again with my opin- 
ion of the state’s Keno game, but I 
have to comment on those “Aren’t 
you glad you live in California?” ads. 
Those are the most culturally insensi- 
tive ads I’ve seen since an oh-so- 
sweet Wells Fargo stagecoach driver 
called a Latino boy named Carlos 
“Charlie.”

I write to respond to Andrew 
Leonard’s statement in his Nov. 4 
atticle, “Backlash,” in which he 
declared that courses at UC Berke- 
ley in Asian American studies, Chi- 
cano studies, and Native American 
studies “offer courses that are direct- 
ly relevant to a student body that is 
70 percent non-white.” To assume 
that any courses are “directly rele- 
vant” to any student because of his 
or her ethnicity is quite simply 
Tacist. 

I do not wish to hurl such an 
accusation as an indictment of Mr. 
Leonard’s character but rather as a 
critique of a popular way of thinking 
about higher education which under- 
mines the very basis of a diverse, 
democratic society. 

Why should race be the primary 
determinant of relevance? Does 
such an assumption not further 
divide the peoples of America in 
their ongoing struggle for common 
ground? Why should a person of X 
descent take a course in Y studies? 
The experiences of the Y-people are 
not “directly relevant” to him or her. 
What about a Korean American stu- 
dent who is also a Methodist and a 
member of the Democratic party? 
Which courses are “directly rele- 
vant” to him or her? 

It would seem to me that a far 
healthier approach would be “direct- 
ly relevant” to all of us. We share 
City streets, and we share common 
problems of the human condition — 
questions of fear, love, joy, commit- 
ment, and meaning. Answers to 
these questions will be different for 
different people, but they are issues 
which we all confront. 

Different cultures (and different 
traditions within the same culture) 
provide many diverse approaches to 
these elements of our common 
humanity, and I would hope that an 
education would liberate us from 
our parochial attitudes by exposing 
us to traditions other than our own.

MALE MATRICULATION 
In “Failing Grade” [11/4/92], Mere- 
dith May concludes that minorities 
are discriminated against in the edu- 
cational system since a dispropor- 
tionate number of black and Hispan- 
ic students are expelled from Bay 
Area schools. Statistical evidence is 
provided indicating that black stu- 
dents are three to four times more 
likely to be suspended than whites. 

While ethnic-based bias may or 
may not be the case, the article failed 
to mention that there is a much 
greater disparity between the num- 
ber of expulsions involving male 
and female students; boys are much 
more likely to be suspended than 
girls, and the ratio is significantly 
higher than the minority/white com- 
parison. The same standards and 
Statistics that are used to claim bias 
against a particular group or groups 
(in this case blacks and Hispanics), 
are not applied equally to men.

T HAS A STATELY name: The 

Joint Task Force to Resolve the 

City’s Fiscal Crisis. Its mem- 

bers have the grave charge of 
coming up with a charter reform that 
will save San Francisco from whole- 
sale budget-slashing next year in the 
face of a deficit already projected at 
$200 million. But it’s beginning to 
play like one of those old Mickey 
Rooney movies, where the kids get 
together one afternoon, yell excited- 
ly, “Let’s put on a show!” and have 
one cobbled together in the garage 
by evening. 

The task force is the brainchild 
of Supervisor Carole Migden, who 
chairs it. It convened for the first 
time Nov. 10, with the ambitious 
goal of proposing “radical” 
(Migden’s word) reforms for the 
Civil Service pay scale and job 
structure (cost-cutting), the organi- 
zation of city government (more 
cost-cutting), and “revenue 
enhancement” (taxation or fees). 

But, Migden announced the 
Tuesday before Thanksgiving, all 
the proposals have to be presented 
to the Board of Supervisors by Jan. 
4 to get them on the ballot for a spe- 
cial election now scheduled for 
April 27. This allows the task force 
one more month, a month including 
the Christmas holiday, to come up 
with proposals for the first major 
redesign of city government since 

1932. Not the best season, or time 
line, for securing maximum public 
input, which Migden says she 
wants. 

Not surprisingly, the task 
force’s subcommittees are chiefly 
discussing ideas for charter reform 
and tax increases that have been 
floating around awhile. For 
instance, the subcommittee on reor- 
ganizing city government has 
looked at a proposal put out in 
October 1991 as part of the Hongis- 
to-for-mayor campaign. “If there 
are [new proposals], we’re enter- 
taining them,” Migden said. “And 
we are re-reviewing old proposals.” 

The tight time line has some 
observers wondering if the whole 
process is just window dressing, 
while a full-blown plan, most likely 
one drafted by downtown interests 
close to Mayor Frank Jordan, waits 
in the wings. There’s no evidence 
of this yet, but that’s the specula- 
tion, even among some of the peo- 
ple serving on task-force subcom- 

mittees. 

Others, including Supervisor 
Jim Gonzalez, say what you see is 
what you get. 

“The process has to move quick- 
ly,” he said. “The fact is, we do 
need a special election in the spring 
to anticipate the state budget cri- 
sis,” which is sure to result in more 
cuts to city revenue. The last- 
minute haste now is due to earlier 
procrastination, Gonzalez said. 

“Charter reform has been talked 
about for the last 10 years, but peo- 
ple have always balked. The city 
has always found pockets of money 
and bailed out at the last minute. 
Now there are no more rabbits to 

pull out of hats.... This is like when

you have to do a term paper in col- 
lege. You have all semester to do it, 
but you wait until the last two 
weeks.” 

Both Gonzalez and Migden 
fault Jordan for failing to put a 
charter-reform package on the 
November ballot. 

“The fact is, Mayor Jordan had 
the Mayor’s Fiscal Advisory Com- 
mittee report well before August, 
but he instead chose to do [ballot 
measures like] aggressive panhan- 
dling. I believe the November elec- 
tion was a lost opportunity,” Gon- 
zalez said. 

Migden likened the budget crisis 
to a natural disaster, while dodging 
the question of why the task force 
was convened so late. Almost any 
agency dependent on state revenue 
was aware by last spring that next 
year’s fiscal crisis would be even 
worse. 

But Migden said the ballooning 
deficit is “like an earthquake 
occurred. [The time line] is not a 
circumstance I can alter. I’m just an 
individual supervisor trying to 
come up with a solution.”

HILE RUMORS persist 

about a pending 

merger of the San 

Francisco Chronicle 
and the Examiner, talks are under 
way in Washington, D.C.., to pre- 
vent the closing of Pittsburgh’s 
afternoon newspaper. 

Pittsburgh Press employees and 
an unidentified publisher were 
scheduled to meet Dec. 2 with 
antitrust lawyers from the U.S. Jus- 
tice Department to discuss a last- 
minute venture to buy the paper, 


according to the weekly newspaper 
In Pittsburgh. 

Reporter Mike Vargo wrote this 
week that the group hopes to buy 
the Press to prevent its sale to the 
rival Post-Gazette. The two news- 
papers, like the Chronicle and 
Examiner, currently share business, 
advertising, and printing costs 
under a joint operating agreement 
approved by federal authorities. 

Vargo reports: 

°The Pittsburgh group, headed 
by attorneys Charles Smith and 
Thomas Donovan, will present 
their bid for the paper in the hope 
that the Justice Department will 
tule that the Post-Gazette’s buyout 
violates antitrust provisions. __ 

The group claims they have 
been shut out of the bidding pro- 
cess. “There’s no reason to believe 
this is not financially viable, and 
they sure as hell haven’t looked for 
alternative bidders,” Vargo quotes 
Donovan as saying. “Not only 
haven’t they looked, they have 
refused to talk to us.” 

* The Post-Gazette’s chief 
counsel, Walter McGough, has no 
intention of keeping the Press alive. 
“We're not talking about continu- 
ing the agreement,” McGough is 
quoted as saying. “What [the 
employee group] want{[s] to do is 
establish a new joint venture,” he 
said, and with present financial 
conditions, “it is not economically 
feasible.” 

Justice Department spokesper- 
son Gina Talamona refused to com- 
ment on reports that several 
antitrust objections have been filed 
regarding the Pittsburgh buyout. 
Sources say an objection to the 
merger was filed by publisher 
Richard M. Scaife, owner of the 
Tribune Review in Greensberg, 
Pa., who was believed to be the 
highest bidder when the newspaper 
chain Scripps Howard put the Press 
up for sale. 

Robert Picard, media professor 
at California State University, 
Fullerton, told the Bay Guardian 


- that if Scaife was, in fact, the high- 


est bidder, the Justice Department 
could not ignore his objection to 
the buyout. 

The latest news comes at a time 
when Post-Gazette owner Blade 
Communications has reached an 





agreement with striking unions, 
eliminating what was believed to 
be the only remaining obstacle to 
the buyout. 

The Washington Post reports 
that a decision on the buyout is 
expected from the Justice Depart- 
ment by Jan. 15.

CPUC rules 


PGSE 
fears ahin 


HE CALIFORNIA Public 

Utilities Commission 

tuled last week that Pacif- 

ic Gas & Electric Co. and 
other major utilities are making too 
much money, and lowered its profit 
ceiling for 1993. 

The CPUC had rejected the util- 
ities’ request earlier this year for an 
increase in its current rate of return 
on equity and its rate base. PG&E’s 
Tate of return on equity was 
teduced from 12.65 percent to 
11.90 percent, and its rate base 
(which reflects the company’s cost 
of capital) is to be reduced from 
10.76 to 10.13 percent. 

It is not clear what impact the 
new rates of return will have on res- 
idential.or municipal customers 
until other proceedings regarding 
major utility costs are concluded. 

City Attorney Tom Berliner told 
the Bay Guardian last month that if 
the CPUC cut PG&E’s profit, the 
city could use that decision to push 
for renegotiating lower rates under 
the city’s contracts with PG&E and 
the Turlock and Modesto irrigation 
districts. Berliner confirmed this 
week that the CPUC decision 
would be incorporated into the rate 
analysis before the negotiations. 

Contract negotiations scheduled 
to open this month were postponed 
pending a Jan. 15 hearing by the 
Board of Supervisors’ Finance 

Committee on the fiscal impact of 
the contracts on the city. The last 
hearing was held Oct 21.

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Tribe fighting 
to preserve 
shell mound 


HE MUWEKMA OHLONE 
tribe has formed an 
alliance with Bay Area 
Land Watch to save one 
of the few intact Ohlone shell 
mounds from becoming a parking 
lot on the south slope of San Bruno 
Mountain. Rosemary Cambra, 


~ chair of the Muwekma Ohlone 


tribe, met with environmentalist 
David Schooley and other mem- 
bers of Land Watch the day after 
Thanksgiving to plot a strategy to 
save the ancient shell mound, a 
sacred site to Cambra’s ancestors. 

“I am forming coalitions with 
non-native Californian groups 
because I want to preserve this 
land and this shell mound,” Cam- 
bra said. 

California’s Native American 
Heritage Commission “does noth- 
ing to preserve our cultural rights,” 
Cambra said, because the Muwek- 
ma Ohlone, like many California 
Indian tribes, is not recognized by 
the federal government. (See 
“Indian Country,” 10/7/92.) 

There are no laws protecting 
the San Bruno site because of the 
state’s interpretation of federal 
repatriation law. That law requires 
a developer to consult with the 
most likely descendents and an 
archaeologist once aboriginal 
remains are unearthed. But 
“because of the state’s opinion that 
this law does not apply to unrecog- 
nized tribes, a token aborigine is 
consulted but not the entire aborig- 
inal tribe,” Cambra said. 

The South San Francisco City 
Council had approved plans to 
build 745 housing units and a com- 
mercial development on the site in 
1982, but the developer eventually 
defaulted on loans for the project. 
The site is now in the custody of 
the federal Resolution Trust Corp., 
which closed bids this week fora 
new developer. 

Steve Carlson, senior planner 
for South San Francisco, said a 
new developer would have to sub- 
mit a new environmental impact 
report because of the change in 
ownership and the long delay in 
starting construction. This “may 
expose the plan again to potential 
litigation from groups such as Bay 
Area Land Watch when it goes back 
to the public hearing process,” Carl- 
son said. 

Cambra met last week with the 
new mayor of Brisbane, Lee Panza, 
in hopes of incorporating aboriginal 
concerns into the city’s master plan 
for the region, and said she intends 
to have a similar meeting with the 
mayor of South San Francisco. 

“This is a sacred and unique 
site,” said Dr. Laura Jones, a Stan- 
ford University archaeologist. 
“There are six Bay-shore mounds 


left, where there used to be 30 or 40. 
It is in amazing shape for 1992.” 

The San Bruno shell mound 
measures nearly 300 feet across and 
up to 6 feet tall. “There is a strong 
argument for preservation if it is a 
cemetery, which it obviously is, and 
it is near other protected sites and 
native habitats,” Jones said. 

Land Watch’s Schooley said the 
environmental group hopes to 
acquire the land through the 
Archaeological Conservancy or 
another preservation group, then 
return it to the Ohlone tribe. 

“This is the first time in the 22 
years of working on saving this land 
that we have met with Native Amer- 
icans,” Schooley said. “It’s a mira- 
cle set-up, with the native presence 
on the mountain, the wildlife, the 
Bay, and a dream of an open park.”

Will skilled 
trades finally 
open to women? 


ALIFORNIA WOMEN have 
made almost no headway 
in getting jobs in the 
skilled trades in the past 
12 years, despite an official state 
policy mandating the California 
Division of Apprenticeship Stan- 
dards (DAS) to open up appren- 
ticeship programs to women. 

That’s the conclusion of a study 
teleased last month by the Coali- 
tion for Equality in the Trades. 
Researchers who looked at the 
number of women in skilled trades 
like carpentry, electrical work, and 
roofing found that they consistent- 
ly employed few women — less 
than 5 percent in many cases, less 
than 10 percent in most. But the 
DAS has recently begun to flex its 
unused muscles to force appren- 
ticeship programs to accept more 
women. 

Access to the highly paid 
skilled trades could help women 
overcome the continuing gap 
between male and female workers’ 
pay: U.S. women still earn only 75 
cents for every dollar men earn, 
according to a report in last May’s 
issue of the American Economic 
Review. As increasing numbers of 
children live in female-headed 
households, the concentration of 
women in traditionally lower-paid 
“pink-collar” jobs is also a major 
factor in child poverty. 

The State of California Plan 
(Cal Plan) for Equal Opportunity 
in Apprenticeship, issued in 1978 
by the California Apprenticeship 
Council, gave the DAS the power 
to decertify programs that fail to 
enroll more women. Until last 
summer, however, it never did so. 

Judith Kurtz, managing attor- 
ney for the Equal Rights Advo- 
cates, said most DAS enforcement 
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actions have consisted simply of 
demanding that the proper affirma- 
tive action paperwork be complet- 
ed. With such lax enforcement, 
many programs failed to hire any 
women at all, much less reach the 
Cal Plan goal of one-half the per- 
centage of women in the local work 
force. 

A 1982 lawsuit brought by 
Equal Rights Advocates led to a 
settlement that was in effect for 
eight years, but even that failed to 
force the door of apprenticeship 
programs to open wider. Finally, in 
January 1991, the state’s investiga- 
tive unit, the Little Hoover Com- 
mission, launched an investigation 
of the DAS equal-opportunity pro- 
gram. 

This investigation, according to 
Gail Jesswein, deputy chief of 
DAS, was what “brought the situa- 
tion to our attention.” 

Then in July, the DAS took what 
Kurtz describes as “its most severe 
action since 1978.” It wrote letters 
to the 75 apprenticeship programs 
that had failed to take on any wom- 
en in 1991, demanding that they 
take “result-oriented action” to 
enroll more women. If they did not, 
the DAS would not approve any 
new apprentices for that program. 
Forty of the programs that received 
the letter responded by enrolling 
more women. 

Jesswein said that to continue 
the effort, the DAS will “just keep 
reminding [the programs] that it’s 
their responsibility to achieve the 
[Cal Plan] goals.” He noted, how- 
ever, that “the DAS is so under- 
staffed, it’s difficult to keep up a 
daily review of all 350 programs.” 


SARAH SKAGGS 
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Local Lutherans 
risk expulsion 
with gay pastor 


TINY, CENTURY-OLD con- 
gregation in San Francis- 
co may have voted itself 
ut of the Lutheran 
church with a recent decision to hire 
an openly gay pastor. 

Members of First United Luther- 
an Church voted unanimously Nov. 
15 to install the Rev. Jeff Johnson as 
their new pastor in ceremonies 
scheduled for Jan. 23. This puts the 
56-member congregation on a colli- 
sion course with the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in America 
(ELCA), which suspended First 
United for ordaining Johnson in Jan- 
uary 1990. 

“Everyone is aware of what the 
ramifications of this are,” said Laura 
Smith, president of First United’s 
church council. “We realize that we 
will in all likelihood be kicked out of 
the ELCA, but maybe there will 
finally be some dialogue on the sub- 
ject.” 

The ELCA, the largest Lutheran 
church in the United States with 5.3 
million members, forbids the ordi- 
nation of non-celibate homosexuals, 
but First United and another San 
Francisco congregation — St. Fran- 
cis Lutheran — hope to force the 
church to rethink its rules. 

At the same time that First United 
ordained Johnson, St. Francis 
ordained a lesbian couple, the Revs. 
Ruth Frost and Phyllis Zillhart. That 
prompted the ELCA in July 1990 to 
take the unprecedented step of sus- 
pending the two congregations for 
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five years and ordering their expul- 
sion in December 1995 unless they 
withdraw the ordinations. 

The congregations resisted 
church pressure and hired Johnson, 
Frost, and Zillhart for a special min- 
istry to lesbians and gays. And when 
the pastorship became vacant at First 
United, its members, after more than 
a year of discussion, called on John- 
son. 

“T’m very excited about being 
part of a community that’s commit- 
ted to liberation and justice, andcre- —- 
ating a safe and sacred space,” John- 
son said. 

A graduate of Pacific Lutheran 
Theological Seminary in Berkeley, 
Johnson, 30, advocates “a ministry 
of affirmation and spiritual care. We 
celebrate our sexuality, relation- 
ships, and our spirituality, and we 
work toward a healthy integration of 
all of these.” 

Smith said First United, located in 
the Richmond District, “is not a gay 
congregation; probably 95 to 98 per- 
cent of the members are straight.” 

Johnson, she said, “is just a won- 
derful guy. He’s very spiritual, and 
he’s helped us through a difficult 
time.... We called him as pastor 
because of what he can do for the 
community and what he has already 
done, not because he is gay or 
straight.” 

While expulsion from the ELCA 
will be painful, the congregation is 
prepared for it, Smith said. “We’re 
not going to compromise on what 
we feel is right.” 

If and when that happens, John- 
son said, “we will become an inde- 
pendent Lutheran church and ally 
with other progressive, justice- 
minded Christian communities.”

FROM AROUND THE WORLD. 
REAL WHOLESALE TO THE PUBLIC

HE EXAMINER’s top City Hall reporters finally 
stumbled onto the Great Hetch Hetchy Chalet 
Scandal this week, and it looks as if they had 
almost as much fun with it as I used to have. I’m 
even willing to forgive Phil Matier and Andy Ross for 
pretending they discovered it all by their Insider selves. 

I remember the first time I went down to the Public 
Utilities Commission office and, arousing much hissing 
and indignation, extracted the list of all the local offi- 
cials who took vacations at the city-owned chalet — a 
lovely little cottage nestled deep in Yosemite National 
Park, just a short stroll from the mighty O’ Shaughnessy 
Dam, the heart of San Francisco’s water and power pro- 
ject. 

It was becoming sort of a Guardian routine: We'd 
been running stories on the chalet scandal every year or 
two since 1971, when Greggar Slettland discovered that 
“key people” in local politics and business had open 
access to the rustic retreat, built with taxpayer money 
back in 1938 for reasons nobody could ever quite 
explain. Since the visits normally included housekeep- 
ing and meal service, provided at public expense (a few 
guests reimbursed the city), the PUC lawyers grudgingly 
admitted that the guest logs were public record. 

The log book was full of familiar names (Kopp, 
Maher, Walker), some of them linked with other famil- 
iar names, which made for lots of speculative pleasure. 

A few of the folks were low-profile members of minor 
commissions; I called all of them to ask what public pur- 
pose was served by their taxpayer-financed trips to the 
High Sierra. One even told me the truth. 

“I don’t know shit about dams, and I don’t intend to 
learn,” he said. “I just go up there to screw my girlfriend. 
For Christ’s sake, don’t put my name in the paper — my 
wife doesn’t even know the cabin exists.” 


CABIN CRUISERS 

Hey: Great story, every time. You can’t blame Matier 
and Ross for picking it up. You can’t blame the Examin- 
er editors for putting it on the front page of the Sunday 
edition with a four-color photo and sexy headline. You 
can’t blame them for sticking a promotional logo, with a 
few paragraphs of self-serving text, right in the middle 
of the layout, hyping the paper’s new crusade to expose 
waste and fraud from the bloated public sector they call 
“Fat City.” 

Hey: It’s sharp. It’s hot. It’s sexy. And there’s some- 
thing about it that deeply offends my sense of political 
morality. 

You see, the Hetch Hetchy chalet isn’t really a front- 
page scandal. The cabin cruisers can’t possibly cost the 
taxpayers more than a few thousand dollars a year. But 
the scandal fits right into a slick, sophisticated, and pro- 
foundly disturbing campaign that portrays San Francis- 
co city government as one big smelly tub of lard — and 
that tells us, on a powerful subliminal level, that the best 
way to solve our problems is to punch a big hole in the 
side and drain all of that grease into the sewer. 

Now, I know a nice Hetch Hetchy scandal, one that 
really matters, one that’s worth a few hundred million 
dollars a year, enough to build a whole Alpine village of 
Sierra chalets, enough to let every single homeless per- 
son in town sleep under a roof every night and eat hot 
meals every day. But nowhere did Matier/Ross even 








mention the Raker Act scandal or Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Co. 

But this scandal isn’t sexy at all. The villains aren’t 
lazy bureaucrats who screw secret lovers in the taxpay- 
ers’ mountain bunkhouse. 

Going after a private corporation like PG&E is cold, 
ugly, time-consuming work. And why bother? Those 
few nerds who care about white-collar crime read dull, 
detailed stories with way too much type, and watch long 
documentaries on public TV. Everyone else in the world 
picks up the Sunday Examiner and tunes in to 90210. 

Hey: Who can blame us? 


THE TAX MAN 

The only thing more boring than Public Power is Charter 
Reform, and the only story that comes even close to the 
PG&E/Raker Act scandal on the San Francisco political- 
insanity scale is the Redmond City Income Tax Cam- 
paign. Now pay attention: 

When we last checked in, Supervisors Carole Migden 
and Kevin Shelley and Mayor Frank Jordan had appoint- 
eda task force that was looking at long-term budget 
options — and Migden had promised that the city income 
tax idea would be on the short list. It makes such perfect 
sense: We cut the small-business tax, the sales tax, the zoo 
fees, and all the other regressive taxes and force everyone 
who works in San Francisco to pay a small part of his or 
her income to support city services. The first $25,000 of 
annual income is exempt; the sliding scale starts at 0.5 
percent and caps off at 3 percent. It’s all deductible from 
federal and state returns, so the bill is fairly small. Com- 
muters pay too, since it’s based on where you work, not 
on where you live. It brings in, by my rough estimate, a 
net revenue increase of $100 million a year. 

And in a private Nov. 22 memo to Migden’s task 
force, the City Attorney’s Office tried to shoot it right 
down. The line was the same I’ve been hearing for three 
years: California cities can’t enact income taxes. The 
state has pre-empted that right. 

It’s enough to make me... crazy. 

So let’s settle this, once and for all: In 1978, the Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court decided the case of Weekes v. City 
of Oakland, and that ruling is still the law of the land. 
Oakland had adopted a tax on income earned in the city, 
just as I want San Francisco to do; Mr. Weekes chal- 
lenged the law on the exact same grounds as our City 
Attomey’s Office is doing, and he lost. A 5-2 court 
majority — with even the most conservative members 
concurring — agreed that a municipal levy on income 
eamed in a city is perfectly legal in the state of Califor- 
nia. It doesn’t even require a vote of the people; the 
supervisors and the mayor could enact it by ordinance. 
Right now. This week. 

None of the seven deputy city attorneys whose names 
were on the memo would discuss the situation with me. 
But David Self, the former Oakland city attorney who 
wrote the ordinance and argued the case, was more than 
happy to talk. 

“The Weekes decision is still law, and it’s very good 
law,” Self, who is now in private practice, told me this 
week. “It’s never been overturned, and I don’t think it 
will be.” 

The Oakland lawyer, who is perhaps the leading 
expert in the state on municipal tax law, didn’t mince 
words. “In my opinion,” he said, “San Francisco could 
pass a similar tax ordinance today.” @

Fiscal reform: Too little, too fast 


FTER YEARS OF budget processes 

characterized by last-minute panic 

and across-the-board cuts, Supervi- 

Carole Migden deserves credit 

for trying to do the right thing. She launched a 
task force to look for some basic solutions to 
San Francisco’s ongoing fiscal problems 
before the next crisis hits. 

The idea is sound — take the time to consid- 
er radical changes in how city government is 
organized, and how it gets and spends money. 
Since much of the current Byzantine adminis- 
trative structure is prescribed by the city char- 
ter, voter-approved charter reform is a neces- 
Sary part of any major change. 

But charter reform is a tricky process — and 
there are serious problems with the way the 
idea is being implemented. 

The task force itself, selected jointly by the 
Board of Supervisors Finance Committee and 
Mayor Frank Jordan, includes representatives 
from interested parties — City Hall, downtown 
business, unions — but no representatives of 
public-interest groups, and no strong communi- 
ty leaders. 

That’s a big mistake: When everyone at the 
table has a stake in the outcome, the chances for 
backroom deals are too great. At least one of 
the task force members should be a seasoned 
public-interest lawyer — say, from Public 
Advocates, or the Lawyers Committee on 
Urban Affairs — who can make sure the city 
attorney doesn’t play politics with the law. One 
member should also be a credible community 
activist. Jordan and Migden should get together 
and appoint two such people immediately. 

Furthermore, the task force just doesn’t 
have enough time to do its job. To meet the 
timetable Migden has laid out for a spring spe- 
cial election on charter reform, the task force 
must present its proposals to the supervisors by 
Jan. 4. (See On Guard, Page 9.) Subcommittees 
must have their reports ready by New Year’s 
Eve. Meeting only once or twice a week, prob- 
ably with breaks for holidays, each will have 
only a few hours to consider major overhauls in 
city organization or finance. 

The danger is that, with no time to explore 
alternatives, the task force will flounder. To the 


rescue will come a diabolus ex machina, the 
downtown business community, pulling out of 
its cloak the plans that it happens to have 
already prepared: the proposal of the Mayor’s 
Fiscal Advisory Committee, for example. 

These plans will have a familiar ring: Cut 
city departments even more, rule out tax 
increases, especially on big business, and 
increase city fees, including, probably, raising 
Muni fares to $1.25. Curiously, this approach 
fits right in with Jordan’s recent “read my lips” 
statement on taxes. In a memo to department 
heads, Jordan warned department heads not to 
submit proposals for new or expanded pro- 
grams without “a viable funding source.” Then 
the punch line: “The General Fund is not a 
viable funding source.” 

Jordan, in other words, wants to rule out the 
possibility that the city could levy taxes to pay 
for any new approaches to solving the city’s 
problems. The new criterion for public action 
tmuust be, not whether it is needed, but whether it 
is fundable. 

There are alternatives to this grim, know- 
nothing approach. Some progressive revenue 
proposals have also been floating around fora 
while: a tax on income eamed in the city, for 
example (see Unsafe at Any Speed, Page 12), 
or a fee on transactions at the Pacific Stock 
Exchange. Increases in the franchise fees paid 
by monopoly utilities like Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co., Pacific Bell, and Viacom. These 
are all measures the supervisors could enact 
without charter reform. 

But the signs we’ve seen from the task force 
so far are not encouraging. Internal memos 
focus on regressive ideas like sales-tax hikes, 
and ignore or dismiss more progressive alterna- 
tives. The main theme seems to be “streamlin- 
ing” services, not improving them; the goal is 
to cut costs, not to make the tax burden more 
fair. 

We're all for charter reform, but a one-issue 
special election, with low voter tumout and a 
hastily conceived package, doesn’t strike us as 
a terribly sound idea. It’s not too late to salvage 
the situation — but unless Migden and Jordan 
move quickly, we’re looking at a disaster in the 
making. 


The family jewels 


AREN’T many hard and fast rules 
in local government, but this one is 
about as close as they come: When you 

: sell city land, it’s gone forever. And 
it’s almost always a mistake. 

The members of the Fiscal Crisis Task Force 
should keep that in mind when they consider a 
seductive prospect — the sale of as many as 21 
parcels of public property, a total of more than 
625 acres, to help meet the expected budget 
shortfall. 

None of the task force members has openly 
suggested selling off such a vast amount of pub- 
lic land. But at the panel’s request, city officials 
have quietly prepared a list of “potential surplus 
properties” that could go on the block to raise 
quick cash — and when the hard choices come 
down this spring, the prospect of a simple, short- 
term fix will be a powerful temptation. 

The sites on the list range from a bus storage 
yard at 2301 Stockton (which the document 
describes as a “potefitial hotel or condo site”) 
and a pipe yard at 4th and Bryant (“would pro- 
vide good commercial development opportuni- 
ty”) to a 2.2-acre vacant lot on southeast Univer- 
sity (“suitable for market-rate single-family resi- 
dential development”) and 90 acres of open 


space in San Mateo County (“environmental 
review centered on garter snake habitat. Good 
location/severely constrained by vehicular 
access”). 

In most cases, the property is either undevel- 
oped or used for something that the city no 
longer needs. Some of it is immensely valuable 
and could bring a high price at auction. 

But we’re bothered by the whole idea of 
declaring public property “surplus.” Sure, the 
Water Department no longer needs its Bryant 
Street pipe yard — but there are dozens of other 
ways the city could put the land to use, from 
community gardens or a park to affordable 
housing or a child-care center. 

The city’s needs change constantly; there’s 
no way of knowing what facilities or space San 
Francisco will need 10, 20 or 50 years from 
now. Selling our most valuable capital asset — 
public land — for short-term profit is just crazy. 

Besides, private landlords invest in property, 
develop it, and earn steady profits. There’s no 
reason San Francisco shouldn’t do the same. 
That’s not “waste” or “misuse”; it’s good finan- 
cial planning, good business sense, and good 
public policy. That shouldn’t get lost in the rush 
to cut a “fat city” down to size. 
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A kinder, gentler drug war?

ASHINGTON, D.C. — Does a 

Clinton victory herald a kinder, 

gentler drug war? Though the 

president-elect nixed the ulti- 
mate drug reform — legalization — in the first 
debate, reformers at the sixth annual Drug Poli- 
cy Foundation conference here last month were 
hopeful. The four-day gathering, titled “Strate- 
gies for Change,” began just a week after elec- 
tion results were in. But the progressive judges, 
lawyers, activists, and academics who attended 
were already confident that the impending 
turnover in the White House would offer a his- 
toric opportunity to change America’s draconi- 
an yet ineffectual drug policies. 

The mood of the gathering ranged from cau- 
tious optimism to sheer jubilation — an altered 
state of consciousness compared to previous 
years, according to the organizers. 

Kevin Zeese, vice president of the Drug 
Policy Foundation, a Washington, D.C.-based 
lobby/think tank, says the new administration 
will at least attenuate some of the grosser injus- 
tices of the war on drugs. He points out that 
Clinton has fully endorsed the report of the 
President’s Commission on AIDS — the com- 
mission from which Magic Johnson resigned to 
protest the Bush administration’s inaction — 
and supports that report’s wholehearted endorse- 
ment of needle-exchange programs. By back- 
ing needle exchange, Clinton has already taken 
astep away from the puritanical, punitive 
approach of the Reagan-Bush drug warriors. 

During the same debate, in which he men- 
tioned his brother’s cocaine problems and 
opposed legalization, Clinton endorsed “treat- 
ment on demand” — the notion that everybody 
who wants treatment for substance abuse 
should be able to get it. If Clinton is serious, 


__ that seemingly modest proposal could turn the 


drug war on its head. Currently, the federal 
government spends about 70 percent of its bud- 
get on law enforcement, and 30 percent on edu- 
cation and treatment. To finance treatment on 
demand, Zeese says, Clinton “has only two 
choices: expand the already large drug budget, 
or redistribute the current budget toward treat- 
ment and away from law enforcement.” 

The idea of shifting budget priorities away 
from law enforcement may not be as politically 
unrealistic as it sounds. Even George Bush 


endorsed the idea of a pro-treatment, anti- 
enforcement budget shift, in an interview pub- 
lished in the Aug. 24 issue of Time magazine. 

What’s more, Clinton doesn’t need to go 
through Congress to re-prioritize the drug bud- 
get. He can do so by administrative fiat. “With 
astroke of the pen,” Zeese says, “he can tum 
this drug war around.” On the other hand, Clin- 
ton has also proffered the specter of 100,000 
new police on the street, and “community boot 
camps” for drug offenders — proposals that, 
like treatment on demand, carry hefty price 
tags. Unless Clinton wants to one-up Bush, 
who in four years outspent all other presidents 
combined ($50 billion by Drug Policy Founda- 
tion estimates) on an unwinnable “war,” he’ Il 
have to make Some hard choices. 

There are signs that Clinton may opt for the 
kinder, gentler approach. Cynthia Cotts, writ- 
ing in the New York Observer, points out that 
the relatively progressive drug expert Mathea 
Falco, the subject of an article in the Nov. 9 
issue of Time, is “on everyone’s list of best 
bets” for the post of drug czar. Falco, assistant 
secretary of state for intemational narcotics 
matters under Jimmy Carter, was a close Clin- 
ton adviser during the campaign. Her new 
book, according to the Time article, “argues for 
giving drug education and treatment priority 
over law enforcement.” 

If he reduces funding for law enforcement, 
Clinton would: 

*Slow or reverse the burgeoning of the 
prison population, already the highest per capi- 
ta in the developed world. (Forty-two percent 
of African American men between the ages 
18 and 35 are currently under the supervision 
of the criminal justice system, the majority for 
drug crimes, according to Herb Hoelter of the Na- 
tional Center on Juvenile and Criminal Justice.) 

°Halt the trend toward use of the military as 
a domestic army of occupation. (Army and 
National Guard soldiers conducted 209 drug 
missions against civilians in 1985, 456 in 1988, 


1,811 in 1989, and 5,815 in 1991, according to - 


the National Guard Almanac.) 

*Send a signal to police and judges that cur- 
tent law enforcement strategies, predicated on 
massive erosions of civil liberties under the 
Reagan-Bush Supreme Court, are not working.

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Smoking cross fire 


This month, health advocates and the tobacco industry will start a giant media 
battle for San Francisco’s hearts, lungs, and money

AN FRANCISCO’S official antismoking organization is 
about to launch the largest and potentially most signifi- 
cant local battle in the war against smoking. The $40 
billion U.S. tobacco industry, facing a serious threat 


from the national proliferation of city, county, and state : 


antismoking laws, is expected to fight back with a rich- 
ly financed campaign of its own. 
The San Francisco Department of Public Health Tobacco 


Free Project was established as part of the statewide campaign — 
to reduce tobacco consumption by 75 percent by the year 2000. © 
Proposition 99, the Tobacco Tax and Health Promotions Act of © 


1988, launched the campaign and at the same time provided 
funding, increasing the cigarette tax by 25 cents and mandating 
that 20 percent of the revenues be used to establish community- 
and school-based tobacco education and prevention programs, 
research, and medical services. Since Prop. 99 was passed, 
according to Molly Joel Coye, director of the state Health Ser- 
vices Department, smoking in California has gone down by 
more than 17 percent. 

- So far the SF Tobacco Free Project has funded 18 different 
community projects with the $3.2 million it has already 
received in Prop. 99 funds; another $2.1 million is expected. 
The Health Department, as mandated by Prop. 99, has formed a 
44-member Tobacco Control Coalition, including such organi- 
zations as the American Heart Association and American Lung 
Association, as well as local community groups and health 
agencies. 

The coalition has been working for more than two years on 
implementing a tobacco-control plan that includes prevention, 
encouragement for people to stop smoking, and policy devel- 
opment, with material produced in seven different languages. 

Now the coalition is ready to launch a bold and ambitious 
legislative and media campaign. Although project director Aly- 
onik Hrushow refused to comment because the Board of Super- 
visors has not yet approved the plan, the program is expected to 
be announced later this month. 

The tobacco industry, which stands to lose millions of dol- 
lars annually in cigarette sales if the San Francisco campaign 
succeeds, is concerned that local campaigns like this one will 
spread elsewhere. 

So far the industry — which spends approximately $10 mil- 
lion a day advertising and promoting its products — has been 
working behind the scenes to organize opposition to the 
upcoming San Francisco campaign, helping more neutral- 
sounding groups undertake the battles in which they have a 
common interest. 

Californians for Fair Business Policy (CFBP), for example, 
is a tobacco-industry front group that has already appeared on 
the San Francisco scene. According to the records of the secre- 
tary of state, this political action committee is “sponsored by 
tobacco manufacturers, wholesalers, and restaurants.” 

A similar group fronted for the tobacco industry in Southern 
California last fall, when the Los Angeles City Council voted 
down a proposed ban on smoking in L.A.’s 8,600 restaurants. A 
group known as Restaurants for a Sensible Voluntary Policy 
(RSVP) had heavy support from the tobacco industry. L.A. 
health groups failed to mount a vigorous counter-campaign, 
apparently feeling they would win because they had the medical 
evidence and public opinion on their side. They were mistaken. 

The tobacco industry started its big spending in California 
with the $21.4 million it shelled out in its attempt to defeat 
Prop. 99. Although California neither grows tobacco nor manu- 
factures cigarettes, the tobacco industry has become a major 


tobacco education program. 

Two weeks ago, a study by University of California at San 
Francisco researchers showed that workplace smoking restric- 
tions in California are costing the cigarette companies $203 
million a year in lost sales. If all California workplaces banned 
smoking, the study projected, loss in sales would total about 
$400 million annually. By extension, a nationwide workplace 
smoking ban could cost cigarette makers $4 billion. 


TAKING ON JOE CAMEL 

The rationale for the Health Department’s antismoking cam- 
paign is simple. Smoking kills more Americans each year than 
alcohol, cocaine, crack, heroin, homicide, suicide, car acci- 
dents, fire, and AIDS combined. It is the single most pre- 
ventable cause of death in the United States. Even people who 
don’t smoke (four-fifths of the population) are at risk of dis- 
ease, including lung cancer, from secondhand smoke. 

San Francisco’s Tobacco Free Project will aim its campaign 
ptimarily at people considered to be at the greatest risk for 
tobacco use: Latinos, Chinese, Southeast Asians, Filipinos, 
Japanese, African Americans, pregnant women, women with 
young children, high-risk and out-of-school youth, preschool 
and school-age youth and their families, lesbians and gay men, 
and current smokers. 

The aim of the campaign is to foster not just greater public 
awareness, but new, tougher antismoking laws for smoke-free 
work sites, public places, and restaurants. However, Prop. 99 
funds can’t be used to lobby for legislation, so the project must 





So far the project has produced a brochure explaining the 
risks of smoking and some fact sheets addressing particular 
issues, like restaurant smoking bans. Its informational brochure 
points out that the U.S. death toll from smoking — 434,000 
people annually — is equivalent to killing more than half the 
people who live in San Francisco. Secondhand smoke, the 
brochure says, kills 53,000 nonsmokers every year. Turning 
from health to economics, the brochure puts San Francisco’s 
estimated costs from smoking, in 1989 alone, at $258 million. 
Those costs include payments for health care, lost productivity, 
and early death. 

The project’s fact sheets outline things like laws on smoking 
in restaurants, the economic impact of a ban on restaurant 
smoking, and various regulatory approaches. 

With these materials and other activities, including public- 
opinion surveys, focus groups, and executive interviews, the 
Tobacco Free Project hopes to build public understanding and 
support to reduce smoking and tighten antismoking laws. 
Meanwhile, representatives from the tobacco industry have _ 
been monitoring the development of this project since nearly a 
year ago, when a Philip Morris employee obtained a copy of the

One of the restaurant workers, 
Pacifica resident Elizabeth Voight, 
told her story at the conference. She 
said she worked as a cocktail wait- 
ress and bartender in smoky cafes 
and bars for 14 years. Now, she said, 
she has a life-threatening heart con- 
dition, which she blames on her 
constant exposure to secondhand 
smoke at work. 

The same evening, in Berkeley, 
the City Council unanimously 
approved a comprehensive ordi- 
nance that bans smoking in every 
public place in the city, including 
restaurants and workplaces. The 
only exceptions are taverns, bingo 
parlors, and private hotel and con- 
ference rooms. 

In San Francisco, however, a 
much milder smoking ban, covering 
only restaurants, went down to 
defeat last spring. As in many cities 
where activists and public officials 
try to enact smoking bans, the tobac- 
co industry met San Francisco’s 
proposed ordinance with a vigorous 
counter-campaign. 

UCSF’s Glantz and co-author 
Bruce Samuels, a research fellow at 
the UCSF Institute for Health Policy 
Studies, recently published in the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association a report on tobacco 
industry efforts to counter local anti- 
smoking ordinances. The study 
found that the industry typically set 
up and funded “front” organizations 
of smokers and “pseudo business 
coalitions” to create the appearance

That’s 
why the tobacco industry will be 
pouring money into any effort to 
defeat future restaurant smoking 
bans.

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regulation of smoking only when 
such laws include the regulation of 
smoking in all public places 
throughout the state, without exclu- 
sion or exception.” 

But any statewide law that man- 
ages to get passed is more likely to 
be a weak one. And the CRA says 
that a weak state law would cancel 
out stronger local ordinances 
already on the books, like those in 
Oakland, Walnut Creek, and Sacra- 
mento. 

CRA opposes any restaurant 
smoking ban that is not statewide, 
instead urging its members to 


“respond to customer preferences 


by voluntarily establishing sections 
in restaurants that would provide 
adequate accommodation for non- 
smoking customers.” The Golden 
Gate Restaurant Association in San 
Francisco echoes this position. 

Activists counter that unless a 
smoking section is separately venti- 
lated, often a costly move, sitting in 
the nonsmoking section of a restau- 
tant is like swimming in the non- 
chlorine section of a pool. Tobacco 
smoke drifts, and health advocates 
point out that the substance is toxic 
air pollution, pure and simple. 

Restaurant smoking bans are 
only part of a larger battle for smok- 
ing bans in all workplaces. Despite 
San Francisco’s role as a pioneer in 
workplace smoking restriction — 
voters passed Proposition P in 1983 
— more than 55 US. cities, includ- 
ing Walnut Creek and Oakland, 
have since adopted tougher ordi- 
nances that ban smoking in all 
workplaces, while San Francisco 
merely restricts it. 

A recent study at UC San Diego 
found that about 30 percent of Cali- 
fomia workers are exposed to second- 
hand smoke in the workplace. Other 
studies have estimated that about half 
the 53,000 passive-smoking deaths 
each year are workplace-related. 





Workers who have been harmed 
by tobacco at work have recently 
won some significant legal victo- 
ries. More cases are being filed, and 
employers are taking notice. Avatar 
Ubhi, a former waiter who suffered 
a heart attack after 30 years of expo- 
sure to environmental tobacco 
smoke at the restaurant where he 
worked, sought and won a worker’s 
compensation claim for medical - 
bills associated with his coronary 
disease. Rosita Garcia, a Daly City 
waitress for 11 years, is now seeking 
worker’s compensation for lung 
cancer she claims was caused by 
environmental tobacco smoke at 
work. 

As restaurant workers, public- 


~ health agencies, and community 


groups join together to launch a 
major antismoking campaign this 
month, other Bay Area counties, 
each of which has its own anti- 
smoking coalition, will be watch- 
ing carefully. Meanwhile, the 
Tobacco-free Bay Area Communi- 
ty Linkage Project, also funded 
with Prop. 99 money, is attempting 
to develop a regional plan for 
tobacco control. 

Already working to coordinate 
antismoking activity on a regional 
level is the Bay Area ‘Cancer Coali- 
tion, a consortium of local health 
departments, the state Department 
of Health Services, community 
agencies and organizations, univer- 
sities, and cancer-research institu- 
tions. 

San Francisco activists are aim- 
ing to make this the largest smoke- 
free city in the nation. To succeed, 
they’Il have to generate a tremen- 
dous amount of public support — 
and overcome some heavy political 
clout from the industry that stands to 
lose millions if they win. @

Secondhand death 


NTISMOKING Campaigns are tak- 
A ing off at a time when several 

major studies, recently made 
public, are expected to have a sig- 
nificant impact. 

In one of those studies, 
released this year at the University 
of California at San Francisco, 
Tesearchers exposed rabbits to sec- 
ondhand cigarette smoke. They 


"determined that it nearly doubled 


_ the accumulation of fat in the ani- 
mals’ arteries. The researchers‘ 
study, presented at a meeting of 

_ the American Heart Association, is 

the first to examine how passive 
smoking affects hardening of the 

__ arteries. Its findings support the 
statistical studies that had previ- 

~ ously linked secondhand smoke to 

_ heart disease in nonsmokers. 

“The one link that wasn't” 
there,” said study director Stanton 
A. Glantz of UCSF, “was to show 
you could induce these changes in 
laboratory animals. The scientific 
chain linking passive smoking to 
heart disease is now complete.” 

Glantz, along with William 
Parmley, authored an earlier study 


concluding that secondhand 
cigarette smoke killed 37,000 
Americans a year as a result of 
heart disease, 3,700 as a result of 
lung cancer, and 12,000 as a result 
of other cancers. 

Evidence linking lung cancer in 
nonsmokers to secondhand 
cigarette smoke is now considered 
convincing and has been affirmed 
by the office of the U.S. Surgeon 
General. But until now, evidence 
Suggesting that secondhand 
smoke causes heart disease has 
been considered less convincing. 

Of the new study, Glantz says: 
“The evidence is very, very com- 
pelling. | think it's now more com- 
pelling than the cancer data.” 

Dr. Michael Eriksen, director of 
the Governor's Office on Smoking 
and Health, agreed. “This is going 
to be a very important basic sci- : 
ence finding that establishes with- — 
out any doubt that passive smok- 
ing in animals has an adverse 
effect on cardiovascular health,” 
he said.

Women with HIV speak up © 
through Berkeley newsletter

F REBECCA DENISON Owns an. 

alarm clock, she doesn’t use it. 

Her husband claims she wakes 

up in the moming when the 
phone rings and goes to bed when it 
stops. When he really wants to wake 
her, he doesn’t do the gentle nudge 
from alongside her in their bed, he 
goes into the living room and dials 
her up. 

Denison, a 30-year-old white 
woman, former law-school appli- 
cant, and former activist for Central 
American issues, is the founder and 
editor of W.O.R.L.D., a newsletter 
by, for, and about women facing 
HIV/AIDS. The occasional 3 a.m. 
phone call annoys her, but she’ Il 
generally answer it — she’s sort of 
“on call,” and the phone is her 
stethoscope. Through it, she takes 
the pulse of what author Gena Corea 
calls the “invisible epidemic” — 
HIV/AIDS in women. 

Taken together, the confessional 
calls, calls for support or informa- 
tion, and letters from around the 
world she receives and sometimes 
passes on through the newsletter 
sketch a harsh picture of women and 
HIV/AIDS: Isolation from resources 
and support groups, misdiagnosis by 
doctors, and negative judgments 
from schools, prisons, churches, and 
families. 

Denison herself remembers what 
isolation felt like, being the only 
HIV-positive woman in her chapter 
of ACT UP — “the specimen,” she 
says. That’s why she started this 
newsletter 20 issues ago; so that she 
and other women with HIV could be 
at the center rather than the margins. 


My gynecologist said she’d 
been through it and you 
couldn’t cure a recurrent 
vaginal yeast infection fast 
enough. Gyne «lotrimin — it 
brings me early treatment and 
an early cure.

Yeast infection can be an early 
warning sign of HIV, so when one 
of Denison’s friends called her to 
kvetch about a piece of propaganda 
for yeast-creams, she shared the 
anger. “They’re actively promoting 
the idea of self-treatment,” she told 
me. “They’re telling women to 
ignore early symptoms of AIDS. 
There wouldn’t be a commercial 
telling women to ignore a breast 
lump.” Denison makes a point of 
cataloguing the problems women 
with HIV face: lack of financial 
resources, lack of educational infor- 
mation, lack of support. 

For instance, she explains that the 
problem with clinical trials isn’t that 
women aren’t sought out for them; 
the problem is that women don’t 
have time for clinical trials. On aver- 
age, they’re poorer than their male 
counterparts and are often more 
closely tied to family responsibili- 
ties. “They say, ‘We’ve unlocked 
the door, how come the people 
aren’t coming in?’ But the problem 
is, you need outreach. Do they pro- 
vide child care, transportation, mon- 
ey for lost work?” In addition, she 
says, “There’s no network for wom- 
en to find out about these tests. They 
use words like protocols in the liter- 
ature. Most women don’t know 
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what that means.” 

But some women do now. Tere- 
sa, a 26-year-old Latina, a mother 
with HIV who’s on the board of 
W.O.R.L.D., says the newsletter 
“spells it all out for you in plain sim- 
ple English.” You could pick up 
information about the medical issues 
anywhere, she says, but W.O.R.L.D. 
actually makes it accessible. 

Each issue contains a testimonial 
and an article explaining medical or 
financial information. A recent issue, 
for example, explained exactly what 
conditions qualify a person for Social 
Security benefits as HIV-disabled. Oth- 
er articles are first-person accounts 
about things like going through a clin- 
ical Compound Q trial. There’s infor- 
mation about support groups, nation- 
al politics (W.O.R.L.D. printed the 
AIDS Action Council’s compendium 
of Bush’s presidential-debate lies about 
his AIDS record), food safety, upcom- 
ing conferences, drug trials, events, a 
free hot line number for the Center for 
Disease Control (1-800-342-AIDS), 
and personal letters to W.O.R.L.D., 
like the following: 


Dear W.O.R.L.D.: 

T tested HIV-positive a year 
ago. Iam now in prison. About 
a month into this I saw very 
clearly that letting anyone 
know (including the authori- 
ties) was going to make my life 
hell. 

I can’t talk to anyone here 
about this without risking hav- 
ing it “get out.” Ifthe adminis- 
tration finds out, it will be all 
over the yard within the day.

Ignorance and paranoia pre- 
vail here. It just isn’t worth it. I 
would really appreciate it if 
you could find someone who 
would write to me. I feel so iso- 
lated. 

‘LONELY IN PRISON’ 


The correspondents, who often 
teach out from isolation, find 
W.O.R.L_D. big. Issue No. 20 of the 
group’s newsletter is as happy as this 
health ’zine has gotten yet, with its 
15 letters to “Bill” and a report from 
the group’s recent retreat in Santa 
Cruz (“An outsider would have nev- 
er guessed that HIV brought us there 
... we were laughing too much,” the 
Teport says). 

Even with the numbers of HIV- 
positive women growing, the out- 
look is bright in Denison’s sunny 
Oakland apartment, where subscrip- 
tions are also increasing — 
W.O.R.L.D. goes to 40 foreign coun- 
tries and all the United States, except 
South Dakota. Three of seven testi- 
monials in Earvin “Magic” John- 
son’s educational book What You 
Can Do to Avoid AIDS came from 
W.O.R.L.D. And Denison and her 
husband became HIV super-models 
in the pages of Glamour. 

These days, Denison’s handling 
(with the help of her husband and 
volunteers) enough calls to keep two 
receptionists on edge. In the course 
of the short hour I spent in her office, 
she received a cali from a woman in 
Sacramento who wanted information 
and support to start a group for HIV- 
positive women with children, and 
another from the San Francisco 
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AIDS office, where someone wanted 
to use Denison as a referral for a 
pregnant woman with HIV. To the 
second caller, Denison rattled off the 
top of her head statistics on the rates 
of transmission to newborns, as well 
as referrals to organizations, studies, 
and doctors: “Tell her to call me. ’m 
a little bit crazy, but tell her to call.” 

Someone from UC Berkeley 
called about a guest appearance ina 
class. A talk show in Boston called 
wanting Denison to go on TV with 
her mother (“Should I tell them 
you’ ll do it?” her husband asked). 
Then she received a call from a 
friend who wanted her to come over 
to talk. “I'll drop what I’m doing and 
go be with her,” she said. “She ; 
wouldn’t call if she didn’t really 
need me.” ; 

What Denison says she is trying - 
to do with W.O.R.L.D. — both for 
herself and other readers — is help 
women “make the friends that sus- 
tain them.” Denison calls the people = 
she’s met through W.O.R.L.D. her ~

year ago, Jefe Guimaraes was

d Beatriz Ross, designing a 
line of jewelry, and teaching “frevo,” 
the Brazilian dance he brought to the 
Bay Area 15 years ago from his home- 
town on the northeastern coast of 
Brazil. At performance after perfor- 
mance, audiences were struck by his 
unthrottled, nonstop energy. 

But then, in July of 1991,

Guimaraes landed in the hospital, 
afflicted with a long list of oppor- 
tunistic infections and neuropathy in 
his legs so painful that he could no 
longer dance. The diagnosis was 
AIDS. 

The immediate consequences were 
staggering. Like most artists who 
struggle to make ends meet, 
Guimaraes didn’t have health insur- 
ance or a°financial safety net to back 
him up. Due to a mix-up with his 
paperwork, Social Security didn’t 
kick in for four months, and when it 
did, it amounted to little more than 
$600 a month, barely enough to pay 


rent and food expenses. Guimaraes 
discovered that his body couldn’t tol- 
erate standard medical treatments 
such as AZT, but alternative treat- 
ments like acupuncture and Chinese 
herbs weren’t covered by government 
assistance programs. 

Just when he felt like he was falling 
fast with no one to catch him, the 
Parachute Fund stepped in, offering 
crucial emergency financial assis- 
tance to fill the gap before SSI pay- 
ments began, to pay for alternative 
medical treatments, and to make it 
possible for dance to be a part of 
Jefe’s life. “I would love to dance 
again,” says Jefe, whose neuropathy 
still prevents him from performing. 
“But even if I can’t dance, I would 
still like to be involved in the commu- 
nity by doing choreography.” Good 
news: Ginga Brasil has asked him to 
create a dance for their next season. 


THE PARACHUTE FUND: GIVING

efe is just one of dozens of mem- 

bers of the dance community fac- 

ing life-threatening illnesses who 
have been assisted by Dance Bay 
Area’s Parachute Fund over the last 
four years. The only grant-giving 
organization in the nation designed 
specifically to help dancers with 
AIDS, the fund provides emergency 
assistance grants to Bay Area per- 
formers, choreographers, critics, edu- 
cators, and administrative staff, 
depending on need and the size of 
available funds. In Jefe’s case, a 
friend and fellow dancer applied on 
his behalf “and suddenly I got this 
check,” Jefe says. “It was enough to 
pay my rent and some utilities.” The 
next month Jefe wrote to request 
funds and received his second install- 
ment within a week. “I was delighted, 
“he says, “because I needed the 
money and the money was there.” 

The Parachute Fund takes its name 

from lines of verse by the Russian 
poet Yevgeny Vinokuroy titled “When 
the Parachute Does Not Open” that - 
were discovered among dancer/ 
choreographer Joah Lowe’s papers 
after he died of AIDS in early 1988 at 
the age of 34. Dozens of dancers in 
the Bay Area, the second largest 
dance community in the country 
after New York, have been hit hard by 
AIDS over the past decade. The 
Parachute Fund, created and admin- 
istered by fellow dancers, helps soften 
the blow.

In this group, most of the women 
are HIV-positive, some are HIV- 
negative, some used drugs, some 
sleep with women, some sleep with 
men, some thought they knew who 
the men they had slept with slept 
with. These women understand, 
both intellectually and intimately, 
that you don’t get HIV from claim- 
ing an identity, you get it through 
behavior or an accident. 

Explains W.O.R.L.D. board 
member D.K. Haas, “We’re all 
struggling with a lot of value judg- 
ment and a lot of morality.” (See 
sidebar, Page 24.) 

Though W.O.R.L_D. can’t direct- 
ly cure discrimination, it gives the 
HIV-positive women who read and 
participate in the group an opportuni- 
ty to have a say in what the “prob- 
lems” are. Haas, who has spent time 
in prison, thinks the mandatory test- 
ing of prostitutes is a problem, as is 
the disproportionate amount of mon- 
ey spent on research for pediatric 
AIDS compared to research on wom- 
en with AIDS. 

Teresa’s focus is changing the 
perception of AIDS in schools and 
workplaces. And Monia Perry, an 
AIDS educator, points out the short- 
age of social services in Oakland, 
compared to San Francisco: “There’s 
a bridge that separates these two 
cities and it’s like night and day.”

The Hospitality House 
Arts Program promotes creative 
expression as a way of life and not 
just a privilege by offering free art 
supplies, studio space, and instruc- 
tion along with shelter, counseling, 
and job placement services. Sixty 
percent of the proceeds from sales 
benefit the individual artists, and the 
rest supports the Arts Program. Call

While everybody’s importing 
scarves and fezzes and trinkets from 
places like Rajasthan and Rio, the 
Alternative Trade Organization 
(ATO) movement buys Third World 
crafts at prices that benefit the arti- 
sans rather than lining the importers’ 
pockets.

From New Mexico’s 
Pastores Project, which brings Mexican 
Americans and American Indians 
together, come weavings, woven 
pouches ($20), and hand-dipped can- 
dles ($4). The stores also have intri- 
cately woven shirts ($48) and vests 
($44) from a Guatemalan women’s 
collective, jewelry from Nepal ($22- 
$24), and appliqué-worked shay- 
ing/cosmetic bags ($15.50) from 
Thailand.

Cuba’s “greatest 
thumberos”), who performed in San 
Francisco last October. 

In addition to a wide- 
selection of Afro-Cuban and Ande- 
an music cassettes and CDs, La 
Tienda has the songbook Cancio- 
nero ($9.95), by Sylvio Rodriguez 
and Pablo Milanes.

For the eco-hearted, 
choose Blue Planet Bags — pass- 
port bags, fanny packs, purses, back- 
packs ($18-$70) — made from all- 
natural fibers and hand-stitched with 
a marbled design. You can also find 
handmade stationery, journals, 
and frames ($5-$8) that have 
plants, leaves, and flowers pressed 
into the paper. And if you want a 
real giving tree ($5.95), you can 
purchase a card that gives the recipi- 
ent a choice of either planting his or 
her own tree or having one planted 
in the rain forest. 

For the person who seemingly 
has too many things and too little 
space, there’s “alternative gift giv- 
ing,” wherein donations are made in 
the recipient’s name. Central 
American Mission Partners, an orga- 
nization providing self-help relief in 


rural and urban Central America, 
offers certificates that buy a bag of 
corn seed for an indigenous 
Mayan family ($10), clothe an 
orphaned Salvadoran child for a 
year ($25), provide a semester’s 
supply of reading and writing 
material for a classroom of 
Nicaraguan children ($50), and 
purchase a grain-storage silo for a 
campesino family in Honduras 
($100). Call (510) 644-2267. 


VEN WHILE Clinton won the 

presidential battle, repro- 

ductive rights are still a 

privilege for many. But 
Planned Parenthood works to make 
sure that low-income women have 
access to the privilege. Donations 
made in others’ names can provide a 
teen with a one-month supply of 
birth control pills ($10), a low- 
income man or woman with con- 
traception counseling ($25), a pre- 
sentation to teens of high-risk 
behavior ($50), an annual gyneco- 
logical examination and birth con- 
trol counseling ($80), or an Action 
Alert mailing to pro-choice advo- 
cates regarding pending repro- 
ductive rights ($150).

If you really want to surprise a 
friend, you can make someone an 
adoptive parent ... of an acre in the 
rain forests of Costa Rica or Belize.

The 
Adopt-an-Animal program, with a 
certificate, a photo of the animal, 
and your name posted at the zoo, 
provides habitat improvements for 
Zoo critters such as climbing nets for 
monkeys or ball toys for elephants 
and snow leopard cubs ($25 and up) 
at the San Francisco Zoo.

Or MEDICAL 
KNOWLEDGE

:I’m 23 years old, very 

unhappy, and hoping you can 

offer some advice. Since the 
age of 13, when my chest suddenly 
developed from total flatness to a 
size D.cup over a period of about 
six months, I have had severe 
stretch marks over most of my 
breasts as well as hopeless sag- 
ging. Some time ago I had a sexual 
encounter with a man in broad 
daylight for the first time, and I 
realize how uncomfortable I feel 
about anyone seeing my breasts.

EVERAL MONTHS AGO I 

received a letter inviting me 

to the Ellington Supper 

Club at Cafe Du Nord. Live 
music several nights a week, a spe- 
cial Wednesday night supper club, 
and a funky bar atmosphere have 
taken the place of what used to be a 
Basque restaurant on upper Market 
Street. This below-street-level 
hangout is part of the new alterna- 
tive night scene much needed in the 
city. Daria Nile, a charming, lively, 
and engaging singer, performs on 
Wednesday evenings with a tight 
group of jazz musicians. The dining 
toom and bar atea were packed dur- 
ing their performance. 

A short menu, available seven 
nights a week, is supplemented by 
another short prix-fixe menu on 
Wednesday evenings during the 
Ellington Supper Club. We began 
our Monday night meal with a Cae- 
sar salad ($5.25) prepared with 
crisp outer leaves of romaine 
dressed in a thin vinaigrette that 
called for garlic and cheese — 
crunchy croutons and bits of 
anchovies helped. Crisp, grease- 
free, and quite delicious fried zuc- 
chini rounds and onion rings (both 
$3.75) were served with ketchup 
mixed with horseradish for dipping. 

Fettuccine ($7) comes with 
sautéed vegetables in a creme 
fraiche sauce, and for an additional 
$1.75 you can add prawns. The 
overcooked, undersalted pasta 
begged for some kind of seasoning 
and could have used many more 
vegetables — perhaps a sprinkling

of fresh herbs and grated cheese. 

Grilled pork chops ($7.75) ina 
sauce described as a “zesty cider 
sauce” were heavily oversalted. 
Unfortunately, the term shoe 
leather applies perfectly to the two 
thin slabs of overcooked, dry, taste- 
less pork sitting in a pool of dark 
brown, sodium-based sauce that 
had to have come from a package 
— a bad package. Excellent 
mashed potatoes accompanied the 
pork but didn’t make up for the 
inedible portion of this dinner. 

I ordered a hamburger ($6.25) 
cooked rare with Gruyére cheese 
and received a burger cooked medi- 
um with Gorgonzola. It was 
returned to the kitchen for repairs, 
but judging from the Gruyére- 
topped, well-done burger I received 
several minutes later, the original 
burger was used as a foil for melt- 
ing the correct cheese. Our server 
was cheerful and apologetic, and 
offered a dessert of créme brilée 
($3.25) on the house, which, sur- 
prisingly, was quite delicious, 
although the creamy custard could 
have used a dose of vanilla. 

To say that disorganization 
paired with inattentive service is 
the operative mode at Cafe Du 
Nord would be an understatement. 
My companion mentioned that it 
reminded her of a school project 
rather than a business venture. 

The prix-fixe menu ($14.50) 
offered for the Ellington Supper 
Club doesn’t stray far from the reg- 
ular menu, with its two choices for 
appetizer, entrée, and dessert. A 
good bowl of corn chowder, loaded 
with assorted vegetables and pota- 
toes and garnished with plenty of 
fresh parsley, was hearty and nicely 
prepared. Quite good despite a pre- 
fab dough and thick, overpowering 
sauce that tasted like tomato paste 
was a prosciutto and Monterey Jack 
pizza ($4.75), made with just the 


tight amount of meat and evenly 
melted cheese, supported by a 
crisp, tasty crust. 

The dinner salad, composed of 
crisp greens, sprouts, shredded car- 
trots, and cucumbers, was dressed in 
a fine mustard vinaigrette. After a 
long delay, we received our entrées 
— overcooked, dry roast pork loin 
(prix fixe) served with a “cider jus,” 
apple sauce, and sautéed zucchini 
and yellow squash mixed with the 
tomato-paste stuff that appeared 
earlier on the pizza, and top-notch 
french fries. A tender and tasty 
sautéed Comish game hen ($8.50) 
was sitting in a pool of that same 
salty sauce seen earlier in the week 
and came accompanied by stone- 
cold mashed potatoes and vegeta- 
bles. 

Again, a creamy créme brillée, 
this time laced with Amaretto, was 
flawlessly cooked and topped with 
a mirrorlike browned sugar cap. 

I would stay away from the wine 
selections at Cafe Du Nord, as they 
are either mediocre or overpriced 
and underpoured. There are, how- 
ever, some pretty exciting beers 
listed, either on tap or by the bottle, 
as well as mixed drinks. 

Cafe Du Nord is a terrific joint 
in which to enjoy live music, 
lounge around the handsome bar, 
or nestle into a dark comer. Pool 
tables in the back room are also an 
option. But the food needs a lot of 
work and attention; the menu could 
stand some rethinking, and I’d like 
to see some fresh ingredients in the 
kitchen. Take your chances with 
the food, but put Cafe Du Nord on 
your list for entertainment and 
cocktails. @

Speaking 
at two separate microphones, a 
Palestinian and an Israeli both criti- 
cized the documentary as “propagan- 
da” 

“All the Israelis interviewed were 
inside,’ ” said the Palestinian, accord- 
ing to Jacobovici. “‘They have books 
behind them and they have computer 
terminals and they look very Western 
so that a Western audience can identify 
with them. The Palestinians are all out- 
side and are sitting at cafes, and it 
looks like they are all freeloaders and 
they have nothing to do but throw 
rocks at people when they’re not sit- 
ting around in cafes.’ 

“And the Israeli who was at the 
mike at the same time,” said 
Jacobovici, “said: ‘No, no, you don’t 
understand. I was going to bring up the 
same issue — it’s a very subversive 
film because it is pro-Palestinian.... 
This is an argument about land and all 


. the Israelis are inside and have books 


and computers and they look like 
Western colonialists. And all the 
Palestinians are outside and they are 
among trees and gardens and they all 
look like they belong to the land.’ ” 

Hunched over an outdoor cafe table 
in San Francisco, Jacobovici was obvi- 
ously delighted by the contradictions 
inherent in the double-barreled cri- 
tique. But he seemed especially happy 
that the premiere had brought together 
those who normally kept far apart: 
“Islamic fundamentalists and Jewish 
rabbis; soldiers and the youths who 
had thrown stones at them not an hour 
before.” If only there were more such 
opportunities for dialogue in Israel, ran 
the unspoken subtext, an end to con- 
flict might be in sight.

THE FIRST WORD 

“Both sides now” sums up the struc- 
ture of Deadly Currents. An extended 
house searcli by an Israeli patrol is 
matched with footage of activists plan- 
ning the kidnapping and interrogation 
of a presumed collaborator. No narra- 
tor judges the action; no one gets the 
last word. 

Actually, getting the first word 
from either hard-line Israeli settler or 
Palestinian rebel was the hard part. 
Jacobovici, a Canadian Jew, said he 
hung around the town of Nablus for 
“six months, 12 hours a day, before I 
ever picked up a camera.” Establishing 
trust took time and effort. 

“If you meet people they tend to 
just use you,” said Jacobovici. “they 
want to tell their line. But if you actu- 
ally demonstrate that you know your 
stuff — like I could sit down witha 
settler and they would quote [the 
Bible] and I would quote them back, or 
I would sit down with a Marxist- 
Leninist, and he would quote and I 
would quote him back — [then] you 
separate yourself from the pack. You 
get past the initial propaganda.” 

Still, the road from propaganda to 
truth is a long one, and Jacobovici is 


quick to disclaim any notion thatheis - 


the one who has finally nailed the real- 
ity of Palestinian-Israeli relations to 
the wall. Deadly Currents repeatedly 
reminds the viewer that its images are 
only a filtered version of the real deal. 
“I wanted to stand some of those 
conventions on their head,” said 
Jacobovici. “I tug the viewer toward 
thinking this is more real than what 
you see on television, and I do that 
several ways. For one thing there is no 
on-camera reporting; two, there is no 
narration. You say, ‘Well, there is no 
narration, I can make up my own 
mind, I’ve seen reality and nobody’s 
forcing me,’ but then you forget that 
there is authorship. I wanted to jolt the

viewer once in a while, so just when 
they think that this is reality with a big 
R — just then [I would] do something 
which really goes against the conven- 
tions. 

“For example, in the orchard scene 
where [the activists] are plotting, we 
put the camera on a tripod right in the 
middle of the circle. It’s a very bizarre 
moment, because it goes in a 360 — 
you’re right in the middle of this con- 
spiracy. But our media lexicon has 
taught us that a jittery camera is real, 
and a smooth move is not real. If the 
camera was shaking you’d feel like 
you were watching news, but the fact 
that it is so smooth, you’re almost 
made an accomplice in the situation 
— it’s disturbing. I remember the 
cameraman telling me that this is not 
going to look real, that I should pick 
up the camera and take it off the tri- 
pod, because in the language of film, 
teal has to be shaky.” 


THE THINGS WE WORSHIP 


But despite his insistence on remind- 
ing the viewer that his documentary 
has an author, that reality has a very 
small R, Jacobovici was unwilling to 
pin down that author’s point of view, 
except to label Deadly Currents an 
“anti-idolatry film.” 

“It calls into question the things 
that we worship,” said Jacobovici, 
“because obviously we’re willing to 
kill and be killed for certain things. 
But it doesn’t have a point of view in 
the sense that it sits there and says, 
‘OK, I thought long and hard on this 
issue and this is the answer.”” 

Nonetheless, all his research lends 
his own opinion some weight, and 
when Jacobovici argued, “There is not 
going to be a functional peace treaty 
for the next little while,” he under- 
lined a pessimistic footnote to the 
gloomy undertones of Deadly 
Currents. 






“Everybody has an interest to 
deliver something — but the some- 
thing that is going to be delivered is 
going to be minimal. Right now the 
moderate Palestinian feels closer to 
the extreme Palestinian than to the 
moderate Israeli, and similarly the 
moderate Israeli feels closer to the 
extreme Israeli — even if he may 
think he’s crazy — than to the moder- 
ate Palestinian. 

“The minute that they can actually 
form some kind of political coalition, 
then maybe you have the hope of 
starting to see real differences. But 
otherwise extremists are always going 
to hold the veto, because even if most 
people want to sign the peace, even if 
most people want to cooperate — if 
they’re worried that they are going to 
have their heads shot off, or that 
they’re going to get ousted from the 
parliament — then they’re just going 
to keep their ideas to themselves.” 

The whole peace process, said 
Jacobovici, is like a competition to see 
who can hold their breath the longest: 
“Neither side wants to be the side that 
leaves the table, and neither side 
wants to sign away too much on the 
table. So they’ re just sitting there. Did 
you ever see one of the bicycle races 
where everyone wants to be the sec- 
ond guy so they can be in the draft?

'N THE PLAy-DoH beauty 

world, it’s so easy. You pump 

the hair dough through the 

plastic sieve on top of the 
plastic neck and simply shave it off 
when the urge hits.

But the one 
thing she was for sure 
during that particular 
Snapple transaction was bald — 
which suddenly made her a traveling 
inkblot test. 


STRANGE COMPANY 

Sinead O’Connor didn’t invent the 
shaved head, though the many 
stunned interviewers never seem to 
catch on. In fact, in many ways she 
suffers from it — accidentally filed 
as a feminist in many rock critics’ 
computers — more for what’s not 
on her head than what’s in it 
(though, in the Rolling Stone inter- 
view, she set the record straight on 
the subject of feminism when she 
dissed Desiree Washington). 

It’s not good cultural policy to 
assume: If we divided the world by 
hair length, we’d have one group 
with punks, Nazis, fashionably 
bald lipstick lesbians, Sinead 
O’Connor, the pope, and Sigour- 
ney Weaver. In another group 
would be career politicians and 
sensibly close-cropped women; in 
still another there’d be Kurt 
Cobain, Tammy Wynette — and 
much dissonance. 

But, as cross-dressers Ru Paul 
or Phranc could tell you, assuming 
is actually the radical part. 

At XTC Lounge, a lesbian sex 
club where my friend made a pre- 





Thanksgiving appearance, I 
watched as she became one of the 
pages in Sex: “These girls came on 
to me like I was some kind of big, 
learned, hard-assed dyke.” And 
even though she might have 
enjoyed the attention, she didn’t 
exactly feel like she had done 
enough time on the docks to 
deserve it: “They were grabbing 
me ... as if, just because I have no 
hair, that that must be the sort of 
life [had lead.” 

With the inkblot factor, howev- 
er, you also have to weather the 
less-flattering interpre- 
tations. When she trav- 
eled up to Ukiah, it 

turned out, she was 
seen as a menace: 
“They made me turn 
in my groceries to go 
to the bathroom.” In 
her apartment at 
water-meter time, she 
had become a muta- 
tion: “They stare, 
don’t know what to 
think.” 


TO BE REAL 

But the truth is, even 
she doesn’t really 
know what to think. Is 
she butch, femme, punk, an 
ascetic, or just bored with the 
shampoo aisle? 

It’s making her reconsider her- 
self in relation to haircuts past. 
She’s lived through mistakes — one 
Florence Henderson cut in college, 
when she thought the bi-levels cre- 
ated sisterhood. But now witha 
seeming successful non-hairdo, she 
says, “Everything has changed 
because my hair is gone: looking in 
the mirror, walking down the street 
and seeing my reflection.” 

Through the looking glass, she 
says, again, having no hair is an 
improvement: “The way people talk 
to me, the way people look at me, 
the way I appreciate my own sense 
of independence and self-direction 
and inventiveness” is better. It’s 
interesting how when you shave off 
the most prominent feature of your 
feminine identity, people don’t 
know how to interact with you any- 
more. But also it’s been extremely 
feminizing to have no hair. It makes 
the things that are feminine about 
me stand out much much more.” 

Should it be “free your hair, 
your mind will follow”? I'll have 
to check in in three months, when 
the newly grown-in Play-Doh is 
getting stale. @

HERE IS a secret fountain of great writing that 

is so well-hidden in our bookstores that this 

cache of superb novels is even protected from 

the readers at which they are aimed. Go into 

a bookstore and walk straight toward the back 

of it. Do not even think of pausing near the 
big stacks of the literary flavor of the month; pass on by the 
post-hip, post-literate, post-arty gift books. Move along past 
every eye-catching marketing hype and all those blurbs that 
would convince you that you are brain-dead if you haven’t 
already read whatever book the publisher paid too much 
money for in the first place. Put on the blinders, until you 
get to the children’s section; once there, however, you must 
ignore all the cool illustrated books (even though they are 
truly great) and find a little-known, much-ignored section 
called “YA.” 

YA. Young adults. Teens. A whole section of books, most- 
ly small paperbacks less than 200 pages, published for read- 
ers from 10 or 11 years old to whatever. Most of the novels 
in this section concern teenagers and their coming to grips 
with an adult world that is cruel, arbitrary, and soul-threat- 
ening. Sound familiar? Like any section in the bookstore, 
the YA section is stuffed with its fair share of crap, whole 
series of genre books turned out by factories of writers using 
precise schematics. But the best books in the YA section are 
some of the finest contemporary books being published. 
Writers like Brock Cole, Robert Cormier, Susan Cooper, 
Gary Paulsen, Rosa Guy, and Cynthia Voigt are models of 
imagination, concision, entertainment, and engagement 
from which any of our “serious” writers could learn a great 
deal. : 

Francesca Lia Block has published three short novels 
since 1989: Weetzie Bat, Witch Baby, and, most recently, Chero- 
kee Bat and the Goat Guys. These novels, each about 100 pages 
long, tell the ongoing story of a wonderfully quirky extend- 
ed family living happily, mostly, in a Los Angeles that is either 
somewhere in the near future, or out of some mythical fairy 
tale past. 

Weetzie Batis “a skinny girl with a bleach-blonde flat-top. 
Under the pink Harlequin sunglasses, strawberry lipstick, 
earrings dangling charms, and sugar-frosted eye shadow 
she was really almost beautiful.” She and her best friend 
Dirk live in a Los Angeles of plastic palm tree wallets, cheese- 
bean-hot-dog-pastrami burritos, punk clubs, and Grau- 
mann’s theater, all of it done-up in tropical soda-pop col- 
ors. 

Weetzie and Dirk, who is gay, want more than anything 
to find lifetime lovers for each of them, and a house for 
them all to live in. A genie grants them their desires with

the warning that every wish has its price. Their house, “a 
Hollywood cottage with one of those fairy-tale roofs that 


look like someone has spilled silly sand,” comes only through ~ 


the death of Dirk’s grandmother. Both Dirk and Weetzie 
find their lovers, but only after great sorrows for everyone. 





In these books, “love is a dangerous angel.” 

Weetzie’s lover, My Secret Agent Lover Man, is filled with 
horror at the world, a world in which pain and death ride 
in the same turquoise convertible with Hollywood happy 
endings. He loves Weetzie, but will not bring a child into 
such a world. Weetzie has her child anyway, going to bed 
with both Dirk and his lover, Duck, so that the child, Chero- 
kee Bat, will belong to all of them. My Secret Agent Lover 
Man feels betrayed by Weetzie and runs into the arms of the 
dangerous Jayne Mansfield—clone Vixanne Wigg. When My 
Secret Agent Lover Man finally returns to Weetzie Bat’s fairy 
tale cottage, he brings along his own child, the wild and 
angry Witch Baby, and they all live happily ever after — well, 
mostly, or at least eventually, happily. 

Other friends and lovers accrete to this strange, extend- 
ed family, and over the course of these three short books, 
the family grows and learns, and despite the crises of the 
world and the deviousness of their own hearts, they man- 
age to stay together. 

Francesca Lia Block’s world is a Romantic one, to be sure, 
but it is not sentimental in any way. Her characters may live 
in a Shangri-L.A. where “everyone was always young and lit 
up like a movie,” but they also live in a Hell-A where there 
are heroin addicts, homeless, and where nature is constantly 
threatened. 

Most importantly, Block’s characters must struggle with 
themselves and with one another. The fairy tale can only 
last for so long, and as hard as they might try, the charac- 
ters eventually must face the world and its pains, as here 
Weetzie must deal with the suicide of her father: 


Grief is not something you know if you grow up wearing feathers 
with a Charlie Chaplin boyfriend, a love-child papoose, a witch 
baby, a Dirk and a Duck, a Slinkster Dog, and a movie to dance 
in. You can feel sad and worse when your dad moves to another 
city, when an old lady dies, or when your boyfriend goes away. But 
grief is different. Weetzie’s heart cringed in her like a dying animal. 
It was as if someone had stuck a needle full of poison into her heart. 
She moved like a sleepwalker. She was the girl in the fairy tale sleep- 
ing in a prison of thorns and roses. 


These beautiful novels are about the struggle to deal with 
the painful realities of life, and how to survive them and stay 
with the ones you love, surviving together. These are dark, 
comic fairy tales about everyday life, told in a style that is as 
compressed and original as Jeanette Winterson’s. Block is 
both truthful and hopeful, a rare and stunning gift. After 
everything, all of the disaster and pain, Block says, we have 
each other: 


Weetzie’s heart felt so full with love, so full, as if it could hardly fit 
in her chest. She knew they were all afraid. But love and disease are 
both like electricity, Weetzie thought. They are always there — you 
can’t see or smell or hear, touch, or taste them, but you know they 
are there like a current in the air. We can choose, Weetzie thought, 
we can choose to plug into the love current instead. And she looked 
around the table at Dirk and Duck and My Secret Agent Lover Man 
and Cherokee and Witch Baby — all of them lit up and golden like 
a wreath of lights. 


Writing this good should not be wasted on teenagers.

to have sprung from the loins of 
his feline herd. They lounge 
around on his front porch in the 
summer. He calls them his “famil- 
iars,” a term traditionally reserved 
for the companions of witches. But 
they are more. In the text, which 
is as scattered and random as one 
of the author’s shotgun paintings, 
the cats serve as threads to con- 
jecture and memories. They are 
magnifiers and instigators of a 
feline sensibility, a cat spirit, 
doomed to domesticity by this sym- 
biotic relation to humanity. He 
postulates that cats did not begin 
this relationship as mousers, as is 
traditionally believed, but rather 
as “psychic companions.” Other 
mammals share this spirit— flying 
foxes, bush babies, foxes, raccoons. 
The house cat is this spirit’s ambas- 
sador. 

Irrevocably tied to these cats are 
the memory and experience of 
Burroughs’ life, persistent dreams, 
and visions: his boyhood home in 
St. Louis, his late son, the Los 
Alamos Ranch School he attend- 
ed in his youth. The Burroughs 
reader will find the terrain famil- 
iar. Morocco, Nazis, fox hunts, 
Ancient Egypt. He even exercises 
his gift for colorful mutations: 
“Aquatic cats with webbed feet 
(‘He surfaces with a cutthroat trout 
in his jaws’)” — here we have ven- 
omous cats, electric blue cats, scar- 
let cats with “venom related to that 
of the blue-ringed octopus.” 

Throughout Burroughs paints 
a picture of loneliness and for-

giveness, of attempts at content- 
edness of person. Burroughs dis- 
tances himself from past personal 
cruelties one karmic step at a time. 
Strays get taken in, cats get fed, an 
old man pays his debts.

By DANYEL SMITH 


MONG THE BARRAGE of 

words generated by 

the opening of the 

movie Malcolm X two 

new books stand out. 
While Spike Lee’s By Any Means 
Necessary is a portrait of aman who 
loves Malcolm X, Sue Coe’s Xisa 
look at a culture that maybe should 
have: 

“It is a very big job. We have over 
four hundred crew members and 
a cast of two hundred principals. 
You can just imagine. Home Alone 
II will be shooting in New York 
soon. I hear the budget for that 
one is $57 million. I’m not sure 
how big this one is, but the origi- 
nal Home Alone was just three peo- 
ple and a house. We’re getting our 
bang out of the buck in Malcolm 
x” 

It’s the story Spike Lee’s been 
telling every interviewer within 
miles for the last year, but in By Any 
Means Necessary, the book that 
chronicles the making of his Mal- 
colm X, his words sound less like 
fingernails on a chalkboard and 
more like the rallying shouts of a 
never-say-die businessman. 

Throughout the lively book, 
Spike repeats the things that irk 
him most — Warner Brothers, 
Amiri Baraka, the people at Com- 
pletion Bond Company — over 
and over. He is flippant about 
almost everything, lightheartedly 
vexed by life, dauntless in the face 
of Hollywood (one of the most 
well-guarded Caucasian strong- 
holds) and boyishly thrilled by 
“cinema” and all that revolves 
around it. 

A quick read, By Any Means Nec- 
essary draws you into the flurry of 
arushed pre-production, and frus- 
trating post-production — all this

All of it is involving and 
interesting. The thing that holds 
throughout the book is an unof 
fending probity, an honest, emo- 
tional attachment to Malcolm X 
the man, and the overriding feel- 
ing that this project, for the peo- 
ple “behind the scenes,” was not 
just another film. 

In the graphic novel X, Sue 
Coe’s bleak, cold drawings of Mal- 


colm X, the Nation of Islam, — 


Pepsi, the media, money, Klans- 
people, and other representations 
of American culture and history 
end up being more a comment 
on the reader of the smooth, slim 
volume than on the man after 
whom it is named. And the cap- 
tions, the little “poems” that 
accompany the nightmarish draw- 
ings are weirdly limerick-like: 
“Inside the white palace / the 
master of malice / schemes with 
his bandit hoards / with souls full 
of calluses / they stroke on their 
phalluses / and beat them into 
swords.” X also provides a “Con- 
current Events” timeline where 
you learn that X announced to 
Muslims that his home was 
bombed by Muslims on the same 
day that Nat King Cole died. You 
remember that August of 1964 
was an angry, hot, rioting month 
in the Northeast. 
And so was 
August of 
1965 in 
Watts. You 
find out, too, 
that 1965 was 
the year that 
Wham_O intro- 
duced the 
Super Ball. 
Both books 
place Malcolm 
X, frowning and 
bespectacled, at 
the center of a 
swirling, blood- 
thirsty, evil world. 
He is made a 
super-hero, a “bird 
that soared too 
high and was shot 
down.” Spike’s book 
is centered around a 
true love and deep 
respect for Malcolm 
X, while Coe’s book 
moves him to the 
place of a demi-god — 
a savior. He could have 
been, is what her book 
says, and we allowed 
him to be taken. away: 
“Are these pictures too 
dark for you? Too much 
black? Too much blue? 
Too much squalor? Too 
much crime? In the land- 
scape of our time? Then 
open your eyes, X out their lies, 
and work with your minds, your 
hearts, your sinews for a better 
world ... evolution continues, 
towards freedom by any means 
necessary.” A perfect ending for 


both books, the movie, for a whole 
lot of things.

LOVE AND HISSES: THE

DON’T KNOW what white baby- 
boomer liberals talked about 
once the storm clouds sur- 
rounding JFK dissipated. 
The dinner/cocktail

jour lasted 

longer than tepid fondue. It 
was something of a sanitary non- 
controversy — it lay the blame on 
long-dead Americans, it buried the 
hope with long-dead American 
heroes, and it conveniently 
wrenched a slice of the American 
































consciousness, momentarily, from 
the primary, immediate problems 
of urban chaos and a failing econ- 
omy to an already decided issue 
among liberals: The Vietnam War 
and the Kennedy assassination. 

Now, thankfully, Malcolm X has 
replaced JFK as the primary myth 
re-making of the year, and though 
X taps a more contemporary angst, 
it suffers from the same PR prob- 
lem JFK did, the same problem 
Basic Instinct did, the same prob- 
lem The Cook, the Thief, His Wifeand 
their X-rating did — that the main- 
stream media latches on and end- 
lessly repeats an overly simplified 
version of why the work is “con- 
troversial.” Love and Hisses, a col- 
lection of essays by members of the 
National Society of Film Critics, 
edited by L.A. Times critic Peter 
Rainer, goes some distance in re- 
writing that wrong. 

For the most part, it forgoes the 
pro-and-con format that the idea 
of “controversy” sets up (that you 
either think Basic Instinct was 
homophobic or it wasn’t; that JFK 
is either true or it’s libelous, etc.) 
for fresher critical perspectives on 
the films. Sometimes, this strategy 
works. It’s nice to get just one essay 
on Cruising, since David Ansen’s 
essay points out how completely 
slippery and unaffecting the film 
actually is. But often, in too eager- 
ly dismissing public outcry against 
films, the collection actually falls 
short of its apparent desire to 
address movie controversies. The 
critics, it seems, can often sidestep 
the protest because critics just 

aren’t as subjective as the 
rest of us. 

Mainstream is a key 
word in this collection, 

though rays of dissent 
sometimes filter in. The 
strong voices’ of Julie 

Salamon (Wall Street 

Journal), Armond 

White (City Sun), and 

Jonathan Rosenbaum 
(Chicago Reader, 
and other publica- 
tions) stand out 
against the wash of 

reviewers universal- 
izing from a cultur- 
ally safe point of 
view when they 
defend or attack 
films like The 
Accused, The Color 

Purple, and Do the 

Right Thing. But 

like Produced and 


tion of film 
essays pub- 
lished by Mer- 
cury House, 
Love and 
Hisses leans 
more toward 
the obvious 
than the 
sublime, 
neglecting 
the surfeit of 
more marginal films that could 
have poisoned more than just Don- 
ald Wildmon’s morality had they 
landed on Entertainment Tonight 
and become bona fide con- 
tenders.

DMIT IT. Sometime 
back there, I don’t 
know when exactly, 
but before most of

and cafe, you had a moment 
on Windham Hill. Maybe it was 
an introspective, 2 a.m. cry | 


the thing for the pseudo or real 
intellectual on your list? Answer: 
If they enjoy National Public 
Radio’s All Things Considered, yes. 
If they can’t stand it, maybe still. 
Borrowing an idea from himself 
and Windham Hill, Ackerman’s 
first Gang of Seven release was a 
sampler called First Words, which 
contains 14 selections from per- 
formance art/radio commentary 
elite. Successful overall, the col- 
lection stumbles twice — the first 
time right at the start, with the 
appetizer from Spalding Gray. In 
2 minutes, 30 seconds, Gray, in an 
excerpt from his Monster In a Box, 
gets us in the mood with a men- 
tion of the two things they talk 
about with enthusiasm in Los 
Angeles: earthquakes and movie 
scripts. The touch of Gray would 
work just fine if this were a pro- 
gram for one night, but doesn’t 
give, as Gray can, something for us 
to savor or listen to repeatedly. In 
short, it’s so short, it 
seems 
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over your own loss of inno- — __ 


cence with William Acker- 
man’s “Impending Death of the 
Virgin Spirit,” maybe you played 
Alex de Grassi and Shadowfax as 
dinner jazz during your houseboat 
days, or listened to George Win- 
ston’s December as a lullaby. 

Not you? OK. But, whether 
you're still in denial about New 
Age, or never did participate, you 
can probably recall with irony the 
rediscovery of instrumental music 
that was hailed as a revolution in 
the early 1980s. 

Less a spiritual movement than 
the marketing of some of the best 
commercially unavailable music at 
the time, you had to give credit to 
guitarist and Windham Hill 
Records entrepreneur William 
Ackerman, even if he never lured 
you into the lament of paths not 
taken with his acoustic virtuosity. 

“I never sold tofu or crystals, just 
music,” explains Ackerman, who 
still bristles at the New Age label. 
“A lot of people wrote about my 
brilliant demographic analysis, but 
I was just a general contractor who 
stumbled into this music during 
its nascence.” 

Tofu or no, Ackerman has a 
new gig: a label based in Mill Val- 
ley called Gang of Seven that 
records spoken word — dramatic 
monologues, stories, comedy 
sketches — on compact disc. Not 
books on tape, Gang of Seven fea- 
tures only work intended to be 
read aloud. But let’s leave it to 
Forbes and the Wall Street Journal 
to debate whether Ackerman will 
again come off looking like a guru, 
and get to what’s really the issue 
here: there are only a handful of 
shopping days left until Hanukkah 


and Christmas, and would one of.

more a 
teaser to get us to buy the 
full-length recording (also avail- 
able from Gang of Seven) than an 
attempt to present us with a satis- 
fying prelude. 

The second time the CD pro- 
gram trips us up is during a stir- 
ring moment with Richard B. Stol- 
ley. As a thunder storm brews out- 
side a motel room, Stolley recol- 
lects covering the desegregation 
of Southern schools and recalls 
one black girl in particular who 
walked through a shower of spit to 
her new classes. A story like Anne 
Moody’s autobiography that you 
want everyone to hear, it suffers 
here from its context. Most of the 
topics in this collection are han- 
dled with levity. And, while Acker- 
man and company may have 
intended this sobering jolt, its emo- 
tion and content get quickly lost 
in the rollicking, rapid-fire “3A 
Essay” that follows. 

Get past these audio stubbed 
toes and you’ve got a lot to laugh 
at and identify with, something 
that’s easier to do with a voice com- 
ing from the speaker than a type- 
written page. Highlights include 
Lynda Barry’s story of the one kid 
who didn’t sign her junior-high 
yearbook, Bailey White’s “Dead on 
the Road” home cooking, and 
Andrei Codrescu, who encourages 
America to speak like him and 
abolish Burger King. 

If you’re buying for NPR lis- 
teners, many of the voices on the 
sampler will be familiar, maybe so 
much so they’ll wonder why you 
invested the dough. 

But if you’re shopping for some- 
one who wishes they could play it 
again, and maybe glean a joke or 


two from the material, stuff this 
one in their stocking next to the 
Dr. Seuss underwear. 

If the sampler idea just seems 
too safe, try Hugh Brown Shu’s 
Bomb the Womb, one of the other 
seven releases from Gang of Seven. 

Just released this September, it 
contains 23 tracks of ribald, twen- 
tyeverything breakfast by Brown 
Shu, the nom de plume of Hugh 
Gallagher, the 20-year-old wun- 
derkind whose career as an ora- 
tor/provocateur/comic was 
launched three years ago by win- 
ning Scholastic Inc.’s essay contest. 
He’s since written Way Cool, a com- 
edy show for kids that airs in 225 
cities and apparently, according to 
his acknowledgments, owes Caitlin 
an “Extra Special Tongue Kiss 
Thanks.” 

Complete with a Parental Advi- 
sory sticker, Bomb the Womb has sev- 
eral passages that are simply juve- 
nile, a few others that sound as if 
Lou Reed would do them better, 
but enough fresh, irreverent mate- 

rial to establish Brown Shu as 

the next white-T-shirt-clad 

loudmouth you'll want to 

keep within (occasional) ear 

_ shot. Besides, his work even 

challenged Ackerman’s tastes 

and conviction in what to pro- 

duce.

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book is a contribution and not a 
definitive work. 

The writers are presented in 
chronological order, and a biog- 
raphy begins each woman’s work, 
putting the writer in context of her 
time, place, and cultural roots. 

The book begins with tradi- 
tional and anonymous work from 
sub-Saharan Africa. Busby explains 
that these works were (and in some 
cases, still are) intrinsic to daily 
society and meant to be sung and 
chanted, often while women are 
working. My favorite piece in the 
section is “Trousers of Wind,” 
described as a “household song 
about a worthless lover.” Earthy, 


humorous metaphors are used to_ 


describe a man who can’t be 
depended upon. 

We are then treated to two 
queens, the Ethiopian Makeba, 
Queen of Sheba, and Queen Hat- 
shepsut, who wore a false beard 
and the robes and royal insignia of 
a pharaoh as she ruled Egypt. The 
book then continues through the 
days of the slave trade and into the 
present, ending with the work of 
Serena Gordon, born in 1972 toa 
Bermudan father and a German- 
born mother. 

Polygamy is discussed by sever- 
al writers who live in African soci- 
eties where it is still part of life for 
some. In the excerpt from Buchi 
Emecheta’s The Joys of Motherhood 
(1979), Nnu Ego’s life is sudden- 
ly and irrevocably changed when 
her brother-in-law dies and her 
husband inherits two of his sister- 
in-laws as his new wives: 


For a time, Nnu Ego forgot the kind 
man who had just died; all she was able 
to think about was her son who had 
just started school. Where would Nnaife 
get the money from? Oh God.... She ran 
out, leaving her baby on the bed. 


Mabel Segun writes a tongue-in- 
cheek piece gathered from radio 
broadcasts. “The third form of 
polygamy is the “one-by-one’ type 
popularized by Hollywood. The 
advantage is you are not stuck with 
an aging spouse.” 

If you’re in the mood for dub 
poetry, turn on some reggae music 
and read Jean Binta Breeze’s 1988 
“Riddym Ravings (The Mad 
Woman’s Poem)”: 


EhEh 

no feel no way 

town is a place dat ah really 
kean stay 

dem kudda — ribbit mi han 

Eh — Ribbit mi toe 

mi waan go a country go look 
mango 

so country bus, ah beg yuh

For recent South African history, 
read Joyce Sikakane’s autobio- 
graphical excerpt from A Window 
on Soweto. Here she relates her 
experience of being imprisoned as 
she writes about interrogation: “It 
flashes into your mind what risk to 
others is involved, and also the pos- 
sibility of being tortured yourself 
and whether the information you 
have is worth dying for.” 

In a riveting excerpt from Ann 
Petry’s novel The Street, we 
encounter Lutie Johnson, who 


leaps at the chance for a singing 
audition because she sees it as the 
door to a better life for herself and 
her son: “Her determination to 
leave streets like this behind her 
— dark streets filled with shadowy 
figures that carried with them the 
horror of the places they lived in, 
places like her own flat.” In the 
essay “Black and Turkish,” Ayse Bir- 
can describes the post-World War

II streets of Istanbul that she and 
her family lived in: “Like a slum 
area, something like a ghetto ...a 
shanty town. You built your own 
shack.” 

But the collection is not with- 
out its humorous notes. “Maggie 
of the Green Bottles,” a 1972 short 
story by Toni Cade Bambara, fea- 
tures an eccentric woman who 
keeps colored potion bottles under 
her bed, practices astrology, plays 
“the dozens” with relatives and 
neighbors, and drinks her coffee 
from a saucer while trying to read 
the grinds. 

Mixed parentage and its effect 
on an individual’s life is illustrat- 
ed poignantly by Jenneba Sie Jal- 
loh, who is Irish and Sierra Leone. 
In a poem she wrote for her moth- 
er, she says: 


How different are we? 
Are we as different as they say?

OCK CRITICISM. The 

idea transformed rock 

and roll, brought it 
self&consciousness, ulti- 

mately made the 

absurd idea of a Penguin anthol- 
ogy devoted to the music in any 
regard conceivable. Yet it’s always 
been a fragile strand of intellectu- 
al practice. One of these volumes 
reveals the decline of rock criticism 
in the 1980s. The other promotes 
a version of the beast so narrow 
that it’s appalling. Pop music’s 
changed tons the last few years. 
Will rock criticism ever catch up? 
Originally, rock critics blended 
gonzo ’60s journalism, the obscu- 
rantist and anti-commercial ethic 
of jazz, folk, art-house cinema, and 
science fiction fans, and a little bit 
of the American Studies classics 
(Henry Nash Smith, Leslie Fiedler, 
etc.) they'd studied in college. 
They took the music seriously and 
rewved up their prose accordingly. 
The result was a woolly body of 
writing that reveled in trash, mis- 
handled staid aesthetic theories, 


and provided one of the few intel- 
lectual spaces in the late 1960s and 
1970s for the detailed interroga- 
tion of pop forms and practices. 

The greatest compendium of 
these writers was the Rolling Stone 
Illustrated History of Rock and Rollin 
its first two editions, in which writ- 
ers like Greil Marcus, Robert 
Christgau, Lester Bangs, Peter 
Guralnick, Ellen Willis, Robert 
Palmer, John Rockwell, and oth- 
ers didn’t write the history of the 
music. What they provided instead 
was a Chinese menu’s worth of 
methods of conceiving and evalu- 
ating pop — something that good 
critics do. 

How disappointing, then, to 
read the new essays in the updat- 
ed version of the book and find 
only one that retains the prose 
edge of good rock criticism: Chuck 
Eddy’s chapter on heavy metal. 
What were the editors thinking 
when they included New York 
Times features writer Allan Kozinn’s 
essay on the Solo Beatles? In gen- 
eral, the new essays are profes- 
sional but bland evaluations of spe- 
cific artists or too-generalized top- 
ics (“Women in Revolt,” “The 
Global Beat,” “Rap and Soul”) that 
break no ground stylistically or his- 
torically. I’d say look for the old 
volume in the used stores — even 
the older pieces included here feel 
slightly sanitized in the new edit. 

Clinton Heylin’s Penguin 
anthology brims with the spirit of 
rock criticism — or at least the seg- 
ment of it that hardly cares 
about anything other than 
punk and sixties rock. Prac- 
tically all the newer writers 
included (Joe Carducci, 
Byron Coley, performers 
like Thurston Moore and 
Steve Albini) come 
straight outoftheindie 
rock fanzine world. Why <_ 
not go beyond the two 
revelatory Patti Smith 
essays and include the 
counter-tradition of 
female rock criticism? 
Why the lack of 
African American 
critics, including 
Nelson George and 
Black Rock Coali- 
tion co-founder = # 
Greg Tate? e 

Readers who 
can identify Allen 
Ravenstine and 
Peter Laughner 
(both were in 
Pere Ubu; both 
have essays 
here) will find 
the Penguin 
Book filled 
with wonder- 
ful and often 
unfamiliar 
rock writing. 
But I still 
find this vol- 
ume — both these volumes 
(and let’s not even get into the dis- 
graceful new Rolling Stone Album 
Guide!) — a sadly missed oppor- 
tunity. Good, widely relevant, con- 
temporary rock criticism exists: it’s 

just harder to find. Too bad that 
precious little of it is available for 
perusal here.

Barry Gifford’s 
not so noir, 
as he proves 
in his latest book, 
Night People 


NIGHT PEOPLE.

ARRY GIFFORD’S not so 

tough. The author or 

editor of more than 30 

books, the best known 

of which is Wild at 

Heart, Gifford has been skirting 
around the edge of major status 
for years with virtually no help 
from fashionable academic circles. 
Now, given an unexpected boost 
from David Lynch’s misguided film 
version of Wild at 

Heart 


into near-best- 
sellerdom, Gifford is finally start- 
ing to acquire a rep, and it’s the 
wrong one. 

This is partially Gifford’s fault: 
As an editor for Black Lizard Press, 
Gifford was almost solely respon- 
sible for reviving the lurid noirs of 


‘ Jim Thompson and David Goodis, 


as well as the more sophisticated 


R-y- 





thrillers of Charles Willeford, a 
movement that spilled over into 
films — which, by the way, is anoth- 
er area of interest for Gifford. His 
collection of essays on his favorite 
thrillers and B-movies, The Devil 
Thumbs a Ride, has also helped fos- 
ter the image of Gifford as some 
kind of Elmore Leonard for those 
raised on Jack Kerouac. (This is 
still another of Gifford’s interests, 
by the way: Along with Laurence 
Lée he co-wrote Jack’s Book, an oral 
biography that’s essential reading 
for Kerouac fans.) 

But leaving Gifford’s tastes as 
an editor and nonfiction writer 
aside, his connections to the tough- 
guy school are tenuous at best. Gif- 
ford’s Port Tropiqueis described as 
a thriller mostly by those who 
haven’t read it; the short novel, 
about a man who unwisely gets 
involved in a smuggling scheme 
and whose reflex is to emulate 
characters in thriller novels, is what 
was referred to a few years back as 
a “deconstruction” of the genre. 
Gifford has tackled the subject of 
gangsters twice, once in fiction (An 
Unfortunate Woman, about a woman 
married to a Chicago wiseguy) and 
in the oddly intriguing A Good Man 
to Know, which was published last 
year and is now listed as fiction, 
though the author’s claim to have 
written a kind of fictional memoir 
might be closer to the truth. Both 
books are semi-autobiographical, 
since Gifford’s father was a small- 
time Chicago hood, but neither 
book has so much as a whiff of 
melodrama. 

Night People sounds like the title 

of one of Gifford’s 

beloved B- 

thrillers, but 

the stories in 
it are much 
too unsettling 
to be herded 
into the catego- 
ty of pulp. The 
people in Night 
People, like those 

in Wild at Heart 
and = Gifford’s 
other “Sailor and 

Lula” books, seem 

like the kind of 

people you got 
glimpses of once, 
briefly, when you 
were stuck in that 
bus station, or when 
the subway train you 
were on stalled and 
left you in a part of 
town you’d never seen 
before. Gifford writes 
about the kind of peo- 
ple about whom you ask, 
“Where do they go dur- 
ing the day?” 

Night People is popu- 
lated by Paisley Marie, 
Malo Suerte, Twyl Puhl, 

Drifton Fark, Beatifica 
Brown, DeSoto Sturgis, 
Dogstyle Lou, Willie “Call 

Me Israel” Slocumb, and 

my own personal favorite, 

Bowlegs Linda the cupcake 
girl. The temptation is to say that 
Gifford has a cartoonist’s knack 
for names — and if I did say that 
I'd mean it as a compliment — but 
the names of Gifford’s characters 
are more than just colorful. 
They’re brilliantly evocative bits of

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sound that crystallize the charac- 
ters and flash images of them in 
your mind. 

Easy Earl Blakey, for instance. 
Say the name and it’s easy to con- 
jure up images of him cruising 
New Orleans on a Saturday night 
in his 1978 Mercury Monarch, 
“with all four windows down, his 
left arm hanging out to catch a 
breeze and his right hand on the 
steering wheel.” Earl has no idea 
how, a couple of hours later, he 
has been deposited back in his car 
with a .38 on the seat beside him, 
a bullet wound in his cheek, and 
two cops left shot in a night spot. 
Or Marble Lesson, age 14, of 
Bayou Goula, La., who is the only — 
survivor of a lightning-struck bus 
(a bus on which Easy Earl Blakey 
was fleeing from the law)..“I don’t 
know why I was spared, except per- 
haps the Lord has something spe- 
cial for me to accomplish in life.” 

I don’t know about life or the 
Lord, but Gifford spares her to tell 
her own story — the last in the 
book — which sees Marble saving 
her father in Alabama by killing a 
drug smuggler he was about to go 
to work for. But that may not be 
her only mission in life because 
“more are out there Jesus and I 
am ready for them.” Don’t be sur- 
prised to see Marble’s story con- 
tinued in future Gifford fictions. 

Without drawing attention to 
itself, Gifford manages to straddle 
the fences of literary categories and 
to make technique serve the inter- 
ests of content. Night People might 
be described as “road” fiction — 
that’s American for picturesque — 
but it sits squarely in the middle of 
the road between the novel and 
the short story. Like Evan Con- 
nell’s “Bridges” novels, Night Peo- 
pleis a series of connected stories 
that form a story without the creak- 
ing framework of a plot; the dif- 
ference is that Gifford’s stories (or 
novellas, really) use characters 
from each preceding episode asa 
means of making connections and 
keeping the story moving down the 
road. By the end of the book, the 
reader has traversed the underbelly 
of the South and seen the events 
as a panorama in a way that each 
character, with his or her limited 
vision, couldn’t. The characters see 
the extraordinary events occurring 
around them as coincidence; we’re 
permitted to see it all as fate. 

IfI haven’t said anything about 
Gifford’s trademark dialogue, it’s 
because I don’t think he should be 
lumped together with second-rate 
genre writers like George V. Hig- 
gins who are praised endlessly for 
their “ear.” Gifford’s people don’t 
sound like real people. Gifford’s 
people talk in hilariously convo- 
luted sentences that sound as if 
someone had pushed a play but- 
ton on their subconscious. Here’s 
Breezy Pemberton, “this year’s Miss 
Egypt City,” making her accep- 
tance speech: 


I'm honored to have won but equally 
horrified that my beauty might have 
caused the death of such a prominent 
citizen as Judge Lamar. I want the 
Lamar family to know that it never was 
any intention of my own to upset the

Thank 
you all, you’re very sweet. 


If you can understand that Ms. 
Pemberton is entirely sincere 
about everything she has said there 
— if you can see that she’s inca- 
pable of telling an untruth because 
that speech came from the collec- 
tive unconscious of her sex, class, 
region, and time — as well as from 
her heart — then you’re on Barry 
Gifford’s wavelength and ready to 
go on the road with Night People. 
Fasten your seat belts; it’s going to 
be a bumpy ride.

Hold Your 
Tongue adds 
substance 
to the English-only 
debate 


HOLD YOUR TONGUE:

O THE AVERAGE person, 

the idea of making 

English the so-called 

official language of the 

United States might 

seem. innocuous — most citizens 
or immigrants in this country prob- 


Judge by wearin’ a zebra two-piece... ably would see it as a way to show 


loyalty, it not a basic commonali- 
ty, to the land they call home. For- 
tunately, this false notion has not 
kept people from questioning the 
real political motivations behind 
such a policy. 

In James Crawford’s exploration 
of English-only politics, he cites an 
occurrence in Monterey Park, 
Calif., in 1985 as one example. 
After a city councilman there was 
successful in getting more than 
3,000 signatures on a petition to 
get an ordinance declaring Eng- 
lish the official language of that 
city, many from-immigrant groups 
— including some who had signed 
the petition — began to feel an 
anti-foreigner climate that went 
beyond people speaking a lan- 
guage other than English. “As the 
punitive, English-only tenor of the 
campaign began to emerge, they 
felt the animosity not only toward 
their language, but toward their 
presence. Did all white people feel 
this way? A great many, it seemed, 
were ready to hold Asians to blame 
for the city’s growing pains,” writes 
Crawford. 

Even European Americans 
began to express concerns and 
consequently one of them, long- 
time resident and community 
activist Ruth Willner, formed a 
group called Coalition for Har- 
mony in Monterey Park (CHaMP) 
to oppose the Official English dive. 

Throughout the book’s 324 
pages, Crawford chronicles these 
and other stories of both sides of 
the issue. Official English, the 
nationally recognized lobby of the 
English-only movement, originat- 
ed from the strategy of an immi- 
gration reform group that sought 
to garner the support for restric- 
tion of immigration through a 
more moderate message that 
appealed to middle-class Ameri- 
cans. Opposition to the movement 
developed among Latinos and 
Asian Americans of varying politi- 
cal stripes, including Republicans, 
left-ofcenter progressives, foreign- 
born and recently immigrated res- 
idents who had never been politi- 
cally involved, and anticommunist 
Cubans. 

And while Crawford, like any 
objective-minded investigative jour- 
nalist, quotes many players 
throughout the book on both sides 
of the issue, he minces no words 
about where he himself stands on 
the issue of bilingualism. Politically, 
he sees it as a question of an indi- 
vidual’s right to free speech and as 
a question of self-determination 
that he describes as “ethnic democ- 
racy.” Ultimately, he sees English- 
only policies as making “little 
sense” considering that English is 
spoken as a native language by 
seven out of eight residents, that 
immigrants adopt it rapidly as their 
usual language, and that English 
“has rarely played that symbolic a 
role in the past, except as a surro- 
gate for racism or xenophobia.” 

Crawford became interested in 

this issue as an education journal- 
ist in Washington, D.C., and Hold 
Your Tongue contributes signifi- 
cantly to a rational debate on an 
issue that has thus far been made 
up of flaming rhetoric and little 
substance from either side. @

HE COFFEE TABLE in our 

house happens to bea 

large trunk — unsight- 

ly, peeling, and, more- 

over, rounded on the 
top in such a way that makes set- 
ting food, beverages, and big ol’ 
art books on it precarious (and a 
combination of the three a recipe 
for certain disaster). Nonetheless, 
I gave several of the holiday’s offer- 
ings a coffee-table test run, with 
mixed ratings from guests and 
roommates. 

Mapplethorpe, weighing in at 
eight and a half pounds, is the 
biggest of the season’s art books 
and provoked just the response 
people look for when they position 
a book just so on the coffee table: 
rapt attention followed by lots of 
conversation. Most of us had seen 
at least some of the photos in this 
collection, but somehow seeing 
them all in one elegant package 
along with a long and thoughtful 
essay by Arthur C. Danto made 
looking at them as almost as much 
a sexual/literary/visual event as 
Madonna’s Sex book. Of course, 
being an event, it didn’t come 
cheap — the book carries a $135 
price tag — but with a dandy slip- 
cover, high production values, and 


_a bunch of time-lines and other 


biographical material, it does make 
a stellar gift. 

Enough already department: A 
Day in the Life of America — a mas- 
sive project that sent an army of 
photographers out to shoot the 


many faces of our big, wide, won- 
derful country — has spawned so 
many oversized offspring that it’s 
almost a franchise. I wouldn’t be 
surprised if next year’s fall list 
included A Day in the Life of Bolinas. 
Anyway, this year brings A Day in 
the Life of Hollywood and In Pursuit 
of Ideas (which plays with the form 
by actually being a year in the life 
of the University of California). 
Hollywood, being a narcissistic 
look at the entertainment capital 
of the world, has garnered lots of 
media attention, including a siz- 
able excerpt in Entertainment Week- 
ly and a Showtime special on the 
making of the book. Despite pho- 
tos like the one of the Del Rubio 
triplets and of the former Nelly 
Olsen delivering supplies to an 
HIV-infected father and son, this 
book reveals little more than the 
fact that Goldie Hawn has a trace 
of cellulite on her upper thighs. 
With golden endpapers and a 
cover that features three precious 
and perfectly groomed child 
actresses, the book does encapsu- 


late a city in which, according to _ 


one of its subjects, 6-year-old Ben- 
jamin Medeiros, “there’s nothing 
to remember.” 

Although it, too, has an icky 
cover — a woman in graduation 
mufti staring off into space, prob- 
ably pondering her chances of get- 
ting a job in this recessionary cli- 
mate — In Pursuit of Ideas is a fun- 
damentally more interesting book. 
Even a casual flip through it points 
up the diversity of people in the 
UC system. Sure, there are plenty 
of the scenes you’d expect: a wall 
of political posters in Berkeley; tan- 
ning students on the beach at 
Santa Barbara; two Santa Cruz stu- 
dents performing “a twilight dance 
to autumn’s shortening days.” But 
there are also unexpected shots, 
some very cool science-oriented 
pics, and even a heartening photo 
or two, like the one of an African 
American professor in front of a 
UCLA geography class, the words 
exclusionary zoning on the chalk- 
board behind him. 

Of course, not everyone can 
afford big ol’ art books, and oth- 
ers have no patience for books that 
might be construed as purely orna- 
mental. For us, there’s the inex- 
pensive yet giftable, information- 
al yet pop-culturey Thrillers. Begin- 
ning with the 1926 Mary Pickford 
silent Sparrows, and ending with 
1991’s Silence of the Lambs, author 
John McCarty lovingly details 50 
films of the “cinema of tension and 


suspense.” A very personal book 
(McCarty says he harbors a special 
fondness for The China Syndrome 
because he saw it on his honey- 
moon[!]), Thrillers looks at cele- 
brated films like Double Indemnity, 
Die Hard, and Hitchcock's Vertigo 
and Rear Window — and more 
obscure stuff, like the woman- 
directed Hitch-Hiker, Silence of the 
Lambs’ predecessor Manhunter, and 
Abandon Ship! Each entry includes 
lists of cast and crew, and an essay 
that synopsizes the film and pro- 
vides colorful background detail 
and folksy criticism. This book, like 
Barry Gifford’s The Devil Thumbs a 
Ride, truly feels like a labor of love. 

Deadheads need coffee table 
books too. Buy them J. Garcia: 
Paintings, Drawings, and Sketches. 
Hey, this isn’t any kind of joke — 
Garcia studied at the SF Art Insti- 
tute with Elmer Bischoff and Wally 
Hedrick, who writes an intro to this 
volume. Unlike the hideous book 
of Frank Sinatra’s paintings that 
came out last year, J. Garcia actu- 
ally has some very nice pieces in it. 
Jerry’s sketches can be a bit whim- 
sical, like the sleigh-driving vam- 
pire Dracula Claus, but other pieces 
are more meaningful: the wall of 
buildings under a threatening pur- 
ple sky titled New York, a nice sketch 
of Bukowski. Oh sure, some pieces 
like The Blue Iceberg tell the tale of 
a man who’s done a few hallu- 
cinogens in his time, but others are 
delicate and economical. Garcia 
works mainly in ink, watercolor, 
and colored pencil, and his color 
palette runs to pleasingly bright 
and almost childlike colors, with 
just a touch of grey.

NCE YOU’ VE SEEN an illus- 
tration by Tom of Fin- 
land, it’s unlikely you'll 
ever forget his style. 
Painstakingly drawn and heroically 
overimagined, Tom’s lusty tiber- 
men — a bulging assortment of lum- 
berjacks, cops, cowboys, and con- 
struction workers — are so muscle- 
bound they practically protrude 
from the page. Tapered, sinewy 
waists, massive powder-keg chests, 
and the handsome vulgarity of thick- 
lipped features on brawny block- 
heads — these are but preludes to 
the figures’ most indelible attributes: 
their unbelievable sexual gigantism. 

Hung like the average dockwork- 
et’s forearm, Tom’s gorgeous Gar- 
gantuas cavort with one another ina 
state of perpetual, idyllic randiness. 
Tightly uniformed and hyper- 
fetishized, Tom’s men are always 
eager to strip down to their jack- 
boots for a quick frolic, turning 
every chance locker-room encounter 
or ramble along a country lane into 
an opportunity for playful rowdi- 
hess, mock bondage, and gulping 
saturnalia. Indeed, they’re so 
swollen with lust their clothes can 
barely contain them. 

From isolated single-panel 
encounters — in which the gazes 
exchanged by off-duty sailors say 
more about masculine desire than a 


dozen pages of purple prose — to 


the multipage, comic-book exploits 
of the omnivorous biker (and artist’s 
alter ego) Kake, Tom’s almost 


entirely wordless universe did more 
than just expand the vocabulary of 
the homoerotic masturbatory imagi- 
nary. It reinvented the iconography 
of gay life in general, trading effemi- 
nate swishery for full-blooded 
macho, and delivered an unfettered 
Tiot of manly joy and the open satis- 
factions of leather-clad gods fucking 
each other silly. 


BLACKOUTS AND AIR RAIDS 
Bom Touko Laaksonen in 1920, the 
Finnish Tom’s early experiences as 
an army lieutenant under the Nazis 
established a primal scene at once 
horrific and inspirational. “It was a 
rough time, but it gave a spur to my 
fantasies and visions,” relates Tom 
in the new film about his life and 
work, Daddy and the Muscle Acade- 
my. “All my contacts in those years 
involved uniforms in one way or 
another.” Formative and form-fit- 
ting, the sartorial demeanor of the 
Nazi troops made a lasting impres- 
sion on the young Tom, whose sexu- 
al awakening took place under the 
mythic cover of blackouts and air 
raids. — 

After the war, inspired by the 
gracefully muscular paintings of 
Paul Cadmus but drawn to the blunt 
erotics of the Athletic Model Guild’s 
body-building photo-mags, Tom’s 
first published erotic drawings 
appeared in Physique Pictorial in 
1956. By 1957 he had become the 
magazine’s regular cover artist. 
Despite spotty distribution, recogni- 
tion of Tom’s style continued to 
spread through bootlegged repro- 
ductions, and by the late 70s, he’d 
acquired an art-gallery cachet and a 
circle of friends that included Bruce 
Weber and Robert Mapplethorpe. 

In 1979, with the help of Durk 
Dehner, a young model and personal 





friend, Tom established an Ameri- 
can-based publishing company of 
his own. With his originals fetching 
as much $15,000 in New York gal- 
leries and more than a hundred dif- 
ferent items available through the 
latest T.O.F. catalog, Tom’s busi- 
ness is as healthy as one of his jodh- 
pur-clad studs — despite the artist’s 
death late last year. And Dehner — 
who heads the nonprofit archival 
Tom of Finland Foundation in Los 
Angeles — plans one day to opena 
permanent Tom museum. 


DANGLING RAMIFICATIONS 
Given the obvious visual delights 
and wide-reaching influence of 
Tom’s work — on photographers 
Weber, Mapplethorpe, and Herb 
Ritts, Rainer Werner Fassbinder 
(whose vision for Querelle seems 
torn from the pages of Tom’s Kake- 
town), the Village People, and even 
comic book he-men like Nick Sheild 
and Sgt. Fury — you’d think it’d be 
hard to go wrong with a documen- 
tary on such a compelling subject. 
Yet somehow, something did. 

Like a junior seminar term-paper, 
Ilppo Pohjola’s Daddy and the Mus- 
cle Academy is filled with uncritical 
idol worship, unexamined politics, 
and dangling ramifications. More a 
marketing tool than a documentary 
— the video version is already listed 
in the T.O-F. catalog as “ acclaimed 
... award-winning ... available for 
Christmas!” — Daddy is disappoint- 
ing ina way Tom’s work never is. 
Larded with uneamed formal arti- 
ness and ineptly edited in palsied 
blasts, the film’s assortment of inter- 
views with a variety of inarticulate 
leather men proves its undoing: The 
morte it tries to say, the less it seems 
to mean. 

Most egregious, though, is the 
way the film flirts with issues of fas- 
cism and racial politics, uncritically 
treating them as simply another 
mode of kink. While Tom’s obses- 
sion with uniformed men remains 
open to interpretation in his draw- 
ings — guards and prisoners taking 
tums on the sexual receiving end ina 
camp myriad of masquerades and 
power permutations — Daddy pre- 
sents Tom’s most outrageous, 
swastika-adomed imagery (actually 
only two images, repeatedly empha- 
sized through crops and zooms) ina 
triumphant blaze of quick-cut over- 

load. Black filmmaker Isaac Julien 
is brought on-screen long enough to 
intone phrases like “black sexuality 
constructed through white desire, 
white anxiety,” only to be chased off 
with a slam-bang montage of 
bulging black buttocks and submis- 
sive white punks in another of the 
film’s witless attempts at counter- 
point. 

Still, even a film as clumsy as 
Daddy can’t dim the frequently fun- 
ny and always exciting qualities of 
Tom’s exuberant superrealism. A 
couple of bookshops within walking 
distance of the Castro carry Tom’s 
work. Whether you see this film or 
not, take a few minutes alone with 
one of Tom’s books. Look carefully 
at the way Tom’s men look at each 
other, and look back at you. I guar- 
antee they'll help you think of a bet- 
ter way to dispose of an hour in the 
dark. @

PLAYING FOR LAUGHS 


THE ART OF SUCCESS. BY NICK 
DEAR. DIRECTED BY CHRIS PHILLIPS. 
AT ACTOR'S THEATRE, SF. THROUGH 
DEC. 20.

ASED ON SOME facts, per- 
sonalities, and actual 
events in London in the 
1730s, Nick Dear’s The 
Art of Success is a fanciful rumina- 
tion on the role of the artist in soci- 
ety. Dear follows two historical fig- 
ures, maverick artist William Ho- 
garth and satirical playwright Henry 
Fielding, through one long night in 


which they confront sexual politics, 
censorship, and the corrupt rule of 
Prime Minister Robert Walpole. 
Hogarth (played by Michael 
Smith) undertakes a series of paint- 
ings, “The Harlot’s Progress,” using 
convicted murderess Sarah Sprack- 
ling as a model. Sprackling objects to 
Hogarth’s lewd characterization, 
insisting she is not a whore. While 
Hogarth is out cavorting with his 
drunken mates and visiting his mis- 
tress, Sprackling escapes from 
prison, hell-bent on removing the 
stain from her image before she dies. 
Dear examines the question of 


who may claim the rights to a work 
of art, the artist or the subject, but 
although Dear’s script contains high- 
minded truths and philosophical 
proclamations, they aren’t examined 
in any meaningful manner. Chris 
Phillips gives snappy direction to the 
production, but with jailbreaks, adul- 
tery, and all sorts of upper-crust 
sleaziness, there is ultimately too 
much going on. Questions of censor- 
ship, laws requiring that playwrights 
obtain licenses, are particulars of that 
era that are too quickly glossed over 
— leaving us with a highly physical 
farce set in the art world. @

The rules for musical comedy are 
simple and direct: Keep the songs 
happy and the jokes snappy. Feel 
free to mention, but don’t dwell on 
larger social issues. Follow these cri- 
teria and you're halfway to a hit. 
The writers of Homo for the Hol- 
idays, the new musical comedy 
revue at Theatre Rhinoceros, knew 
the formula, added a little holiday 
spice and a dash of queer cheer, 
and came up with a winner. The 18 
homo-vignettes that make up the 
show demonstrate an awareness of 
the problems gays and lesbians face 
when dealing with their families, 
especially around the holidays. But 
family problems don‘t take center 
stage. The mood stays light, the 
focus centered on friends and 
lovers who live in a rambling Castro 
Street apartment and on their 
hopes of creating a “94114 Holiday 
Season” away from their relatives. 
The six-member multiethnic, 
multigender cast performs the 
sugarcoated skits, with titles like 
“The Twelve Steps of Christmas,” 
“Homo Alone,” and “Now That 
Was a Solstice,” fast and furiously. 
No straight point of view exists in 
any part of this queer-perfect 
world.

ONE DAY IN THE LIFE OF 
FLORENCE D’AMBRISI 

Florence D'Ambrisi, single mother 
and pizzeria waitress, is having a 
bad day. Her life’s in utter disarray, 
and she’s $350 short of what she 
needs for overdue bills and car 
repairs. So she makes a list of 
friends and relatives whom she can 
maybe borrow money from. Each 
name reminds her of a story — and 
each story reminds her of why she'll 
have to look elsewhere. 

One Day was expanded from a 
sketch in Susan Van Allen's earlier 
one-woman show Jersey Girls, and 
the details of character are Van 
Allen’s strength. Florence is the 
kind of woman who uses paper 
towels as coffee filters, eats cold 
pizza for breakfast, and hasn‘t 
quite managed to fix a kitchen wall 
damaged when her husband split a 
year ago. The show is very funny in 
a low-key way, and former East 
Coasters will feel frequent shocks 
of recognition (remember Carvel 
ice cream stores?). But there are 
also moments of surprising 
poignancy: Florence recalling the 
exhilarating freedom of a six-block 
motorcycle ride, or her sudden inar- 
ticulateness when she dates a man 
outside her class. The keen plea- 
sures of watching Van Allen build 
this appealingly screwed-up charac- 
ter make the credulity-stretching 
plot device at the show’s climax 
unfortunate. Director David Ford 
should ditch the ending — we 


| don't need a deus ex machina to 


convince us that Florence will make 
it somehow.

WEBSTER STREET BLUES 

The Asian American Theater Compa- 
ny has restaged Warren Kubota’s 
poignant 1987 comedy, Webster 
Street Blues, with AATC veteran Lane 
Nishikawa directing a talented cast of 
relative newcomers. Set in San Fran- 
cisco’s Japantown in 1972, Webster 
Street's four young characters strug- 
gle with the challenges posed by the 
Vietnam War and their ethnicity. 

Shy, naive Chuckie (Todd Naka- 
mura) is facing the draft and the 
specter of dying in Vietnam before 
ever getting laid; slick, streetwise 
Dean (Greg Watanabe) uses macho 
bravado to disguise confusion; Gayle 
(Mari Kobara) channels the questions 
of impending adulthood into “the 
revolution”; and one-time Cherry 
Blossom queen Sherrie Janis Chow) 
runs head-on into the problems 
posed by dating out of her race. 

Although the production sput- 
ters at times, Webster Street is a 
marvelously entertaining produc- 
tion. The director has a finely tuned 
sense of comic timing and the cast 
rises to the occasion, for the most 
part, in fine style. Chow and Kobara 
are wonderful when they get 
stoned together, and Watanabe 
and Nakamura’s impromptu version 
of Isaac Hayes’ “Shaft” ("Who is 
that man, who'll risk his neck for his 
fellow man? Deano, Deano”) is sim- 
ply terrific. And, of course, there is 
the late playwright’s script — warm, 
strong, and funny throughout.

hen Sade burst onto the 
international pop-music 
scene in 1984 with her debut 


album, Diamond Life (released in the U.K. 
a year earlier), she appeared to be an 
“overnight success.” And a phenomenal 
success it was, too. “Smooth Operator,” 
the Latin-tinged single from the album, 
tuled the airwaves at the time. Diamond 
Life went on to become the biggest- 
selling debut album by a female singer in 
the U.K. up to that point, while the band 
nabbed a Grammy award for “Best New 
Artist” of the year, with Sade’s gorgeous 
face gracing the cover of Time magazine. 
Sade—the band—was in L.A. a short 
Sade _‘ ime after completing Love Deluxe, its first 
album in four years. The band’s previous albums, 1985’s Promise and 1988's Stronger 
Than Pride, featured videos prominently. Director Julian Temple early on presented 
Sade—the songstress, not the band—as a cool, detached, damn-near icy femme fatale- 
like chanteuse. Sade’s cameo in Temple's film Absolute Beginners only enhanced the 
image and mystique, as did the fact that she rarely gives interviews and has done 
virtually no press during the four years between projects. As a result, you might 
imagine a glamorous ice princess, along with an extra-dry interview (shaken, not 
stirred) upon meeting Sade. You'd hardly expect this natural beauty, dressed in blue 
jeans and a T-shirt with the sleeves cut off—her only concession to fashion is a gold 
necklace—who smiles, then excuses herself “to visit the loo” before settling down. 
The phenomenal success of “Smooth Operator” made it seem as though Sade was 
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one of those musical overnight-success stories, but actually is was a long evolution for 
Ms. Adu and crew, from the London clubs where they initially made a splash as a band 
called Pride to worldwide success. Still, as Sade points out, it turned out to be a much 
bigger success than anyone had originally anticipated. 

“Pride was like this huge band,” Sade continues. “There were three singers, two 
guitarists and a sax—and there were always lots of people coming and going. Our idea 
was the record company would sign the whole thing, and then we would do different 
projects, so they would be signing a group of musicians, rather than a band as such, 
and then we would do different things among us, depending on whatever our 
preferences were. But that was really sort of an idealistic notion, and probably it would 
have ended up not working because there were too many people with too many 
different ideas, and we couldn’t all necessarily work together all the time, because we 
had differences in how we wanted it to sound. 

So does this suggest that Sade is turning somewhat “political?” There are at least 
two remotely political moments on Love Deluxe, including “Feel No Pain,” which deals 
with the poverty, unemployment and terrible economic times that have effected both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

And then there’s the powerful “Like a Tattoo.” “Well, ‘Like a Tattoo’ is a song about 
war, really. It’s a song about killing, and what it’s like if you’ve killed somebody; that it 
haunts you forever. I'd wanted to write it for a very long time.” 

And to think that, at first glance, a lot of people might just think it’s a song about the 
new trend of getting tattoos. “Yeah,” laughs Sade. “And it’s really sort of the straight 
people who are getting their bums and their tits tattooed at the moment!” 

Not exactly the type of statement one might expect from a glamorous, cool, 
detached, damn-near icy, femme fatale-like chanteuse. But then most femme fatale-like 
chanteuses aren't at all like Sade.

Somebody must have 
asked No-Show himself the same question, 
because the opening cut on his new album, 
Walls Can Fall (MCA), offers this answer: After a 
rude little guitar lick, Jones sings, “I don’t need 
your rockin’ chair/Your Geritol or your medicare/I 
still got neon in my veins/This gray hair don’t mean 
a thing.” And that, really, is all you need to know 
about this disc. Listen to this, and you'll clearly 
see why Jones has influenced everyone from 
Garth Brooks to Elvis Costello.

ew innovations in the classical 
field have had as much impact in 
bringing new listeners to the fold 


as the budget compact disc. Four years ago, 
when Laserlight hit the market selling

popular works recorded by lesser known 
artists, the more snobbish proponents of 
fine music turned up their noses and 
chuckled facetiously at the very idea. But 
the general public wasn’t laughing. At an 
average price of $3.99 per disc, Laserlight 
took the sting out of sampling. By 
presenting the discs, sans longbox, in their 
own eye-catching cardboard display cases, 
Laserlight was also able to minimize the 





frustration novices often associate with 
choosing the right version of Beethoven’s 
Fifth Symphony or Mozart's Eine Kleine 
Nachtmusik. CD enthusiasts normally 
dismayed by the prospect of wading 
through the classical sections of record 
stores were suddenly walking out with 
handfuls of Laserlight discs. As a result,

major labels were forced to rethink their 
own marketing strategies—once they got 
over the initial shock, that is. 

“People couldn’t believe that you could 
sell CDs at that price,” remembers Robert 
Prag, senior buyer for Tower Classical 
Records in Los Angeles. “We featured 
Laserlight product at the front of our store, 
and we couldn’t keep the stuff in stock. 
They just kept selling and selling, so much 
so that Polygram complained. Eventually, 
through whatever politics happened, we 
moved Laserlight to the back of the store, 
and the sales did drop at that point. But it’s 
still a very lucrative business.” 

And certainly more competitive.

Virtually all the major labels have instituted 
budget lines running from $5 to $7 per disc, 
such as London Record’s Weekend Classics, 
RCA’s Silver Seal, Sony Classical’s Odyssey 
Series and Deutsche Grammophon’s 
Musikfest. Since Laserlight hit the big time, 
a number of smaller budget enterprises 
have also been making waves worldwide, 
most notably the Pilz company’s Vienna 
Masters Series, HNH International’s Naxos 
label, and the Vox Music Group’s Musique 
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D’Or, which at an average price of $2.99 per 
disc is the cheapest of the cheap. 
“Musique D‘Or is for people who aren’t 





really into classical music yet, but would 
like to try it,” explains company rep- 
resentative Erwin Katz. “You might say this 
is a primer, Music 101. We keep the price 
way down by packaging the discs in a 
cardboard sleeve, and we attract attention 
to them by putting them in either a floor 
display or a counter display. But these are 
all digitally-recorded performances by 
some good orchestras in Europe. Some of 
our discs have been critically reviewed at a 
very high level and compared to some full 
line product.” 

When it comes right down to it, classical 
music novices don’t really care who's 
playing the music as long as it’s recorded 
well. The success of Laserlight, Pilz and 
Naxos have proven that many times over. 
Besides, an artist doesn’t necessarily have to 
have a big name to render a great 
performance. During a May 1992 blindfold 
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CLASSICAL CD'S 


test in the British Classics magazine, for 
instance, two critics raved about a recording 
of Liszt’s Years of Pilgrimage, marveling at 
the unidentified pianist’s “outstanding” 
tonal control. “The whole performance is 
beautifully ‘sung,’” they remarked, as 
names like Richter and Arrau came up. It 
turned out to be a Naxos budget recording 
of the little known Eastern European artist 
Jeno Jando. 

“Eventually, the majors repackage their 
front line releases so that by the time they 
come out in budget form, there are no costs 
involved, and it’s all profit, “ said Laurence 
Vittes, the Hong Kong-based Naxos label’s 
U.S. representative. “They work those re- 
releases very hard. The alternative way to 
go is to keep costs low initially, which is 
what Naxos does. The label consists entirely 
of all new digital recordings, and since 1987, 
it has become the third biggest classical 
label in the world.” 

For better or worse, the days of big- 
budget recordings and superstar cults may 
well be numbered.

The punk movie that fizzled 


1991: THE YEAR THAT PUNK BROKE. DIRECTED BY 
DAVID MARKEY. DEC. 2-15 AT THE RED VIC, SF.

6 O FORTH and thrash!” thunders Sonic 
Youth’s Thurston Moore as he leans 
out of a hotel-room window some- 


where in Europe. The camera pans 
down to the street. A confused woman walking her 
bicycle looks up briefly, then hurries away, nervous. 
Other than her, there’s not a soul to be seen. 

Which is fine, worth a mild chuckle or two. 

The scene seems promising — maybe there’s hope 
for this movie. As an act of self-lampooning, the con- 
trast between perplexed woman and pontificating rock- 
er works. Taken another step, the scene could be a 
revealing metaphor for Sonic Youth’s off-kilter rela- 
tionship to mundane normality. And why stop there? 
The imperious command, issued to an empty street in 
an alien nation, is a juicy example of what has hap- 
pened to punk in the 90s — the once-liberating anger 
and energy now conveying little more than irony. 

Wouldn’t it be nice. Unfortunately, the net result 
gained from watching the other 98 minutes of this bad- 
ly conceived and poorly executed pseudo-home movie 
leaves little room for any such hopeful speculations. 
Revelatory, this film is not; unless the revelation goes 
something like this: Jeez, that 
Thurston Moore guy is a real jerk. 
Does he have an attitude problem 
or what? 

I tried, I really tried, to come up 
with some conceptual framework 
through which I could enjoy 1991: 
The Year That Punk Broke. For me, 
the major bands featured in this 
“tour movie” — Sonic Youth, 
Dinosaur Jr., and a then-unfamous 
Nirvana — capture in their music 
the post-punk jaded alienation and 
desperation of white middle-class 
American youth. That’s me, folks. 
Ican relate to Sonic Youth’s 
schizophrenia and daydream 
nations; I swim in the same sea of 
pop cultural significance — odes to 
Karen Carpenter rock my world. 

So my first inclination was to 
perceive the failure of the film at 
articulating an iota of insight about 
what it means to be a post-punker 
in the ’90s as a deliberate anti- 
intellectual act. I could respect that. 
After all, Sonic Youth’s music 
thrives on dissonance, so why 
shouldn’t their movie rub raw as 
well? However, Sonic Youth’s 
musical atonality usually ends up 
serving a greater purpose; it evokes 
feelings of exotic disconnection 
that take the listener into never- 
never land. The film, on the other 
hand, evokes little more than a 
desire to disconnect the film pro- 

jector and never have to face sucha 
collection of moronic, whining 
babies ever again. Exhibit A: Jay 
Mascis, who for all intents and pur- 
poses is Dinosaur Jr., surfaces 
momentarily from a truly remark- 
able stupor to say, “Everyone has 
their head down, and no one’s liv- 
ing anymore.” Hmm. Could he 
have been referring to the film’s 
preview audience? 

Certainly he didn’t mean the 
hundreds of thousands of Euro- 
peans who blithely moshed to each 
new bout of grunge-orama, prov- 
ing that there is even more of a 


market for commercialized alienation in Northern 
Europe than there is in the United States. 

After giving up on the “film bad on purpose” theory 
about 20 minutes into the show, the next step was to 
blame the director/editor/cinematographer, David 
Markey, previously known for the “underground cult 
classics” Desperate Teenage Lovedolls and Lovedoll 
Superstars. On first glance, the “band good, director 
awful” theory had a lot going for it. 

Markey’s version of Sonic Youth’s feedback-laden 
madness and subversive energy is a hodgepodge of 
frantic zooms and pans, multiple cuts, and cheap spe- 
cial effects, the likes of which have not been seen since 
early ’80s R.E.O. Speedwagon videos. The film is a 
veritable festival of low-budget disorientation. 

Don’t get me wrong; I think punk-style visuals are a 
noble idea. In fact, the postmodern world requires 
them. Disjunction and chaos are facts of life, and tradi- 
tional narrative structure no longer serves our needs. 
The problem is, punk visuals require more than a punk 
to produce them. 

Granted, Sonic Youth could not make a movie like 
the Stones’ Gimme Shelter or the Talking Heads’ Stop 
Making Sense, to take just two examples of concert 
movies that successfully caught the essence and 
advanced the myth of their respective bands. Nor 
should they — Sonic Youth belongs to a different 
world.

put themselves in the hands of accomplished directors 
such as the Maysles brothers and Jonathan Demme, 
who know their way around cameras and editing 
rooms. Cinematographically, 1991 is a disaster. 

So much so that it not only fails to advance the 
myth, it actually goes so far as to puncture it, almost to 
the point of undermining the fabulous live musical per- 
formances that are the only reason to go see this movie. 
Other than the music, this is a movie whose sole high 
point comes when Kurt Cobain enters the backstage 
and tells Sonic Youth, parodying Kevin Costner in 
Truth or Dare, “You guys were really ... neat.” 

Finally, as my mood during the movie changed from 
hopeful anticipation to depression to outright fury, I 
realized that you can’t blame the filmmaker for a lack 
of material. For that, you must look elsewhere. 

1991 is lead singer/guitarist Thurston Moore’s 
movie. It opens with him chanting a moronic free-verse 
ditty in an appalling European accent while the other 
band members posture by the side of a road. 

Which, by the way, is about the sum of their contri- 
butions. Bass player/femme fatale Kim Gordon does 
little more than grimace in the background. The high- 
light of her performance arrives when she applies lip- 
stick to Cobain’s mouth. Guitarist Lee Ranaldo, who 
appears to be a sensible, nice guy, speaks about three 
sentences. Drummer Steve Shelley hardly opens his 
mouth, most of the time lounging about in a crewneck 
sweater looking like a refugee from 
Jeopardy! 

But Moore is everywhere, ranting 
about how he wants to defecate onstage 
(he never does, the poseur) or how he is 
“more fucked up than I ever could have 
imagined myself being,” or asking 
uncomprehending Germans what to do 
“when youth culture is monopolized by 
big business.” He seems to take special 
pleasure in tormenting foreign journal- 
ists with spontaneous verbal diarrhea. 

So maybe the point is that there is no 
point. Maybe conversations with peo- 
ple who can’t understand you is what 
life in the ’90s is all about. Maybe the 
insistent bludgeoning of the viewer 
with dazzling examples of fourth-grad- 
er discourse adds up to a sophisticated 
deconstruction of the very idea that a 
pop icon should be expected to make 
sense or have any vision of existence 
worth expressing. 

And maybe not. Listen to the man 
himself, in the one moment in the entire 
movie where he puts together two sen- 
tences without launching into babble. 
Listen to him describe the Sonic Youth 
universe. 

“When we first came here,” he says, 
in a sudden attack of unwonted intro- 
spection, “we were lucky if a hundred 
people showed up who knew who we 
were. Now we’re playing for hundreds 
of thousands. 

“We’re spoiled brats in our 30s. Is 
brat-core what we’ ve tumed into?” 

Great. Just how I wanted to think 
about my onetime heroes — as a brat- 
core band. 

Flashback to Halloween 1990, when 
Sonic Youth played at the Warfield to 
an audience of classic San Francisco 
exhibitionists. Moore, drunk off his ass, 
launched into a slurred monologue 
about love slaves and Satan spawn and 
assorted such blather. Kim Gordon, 
who was cute in her Playboy bunny 

ears but obviously unamused at her 
husband’s performance, rolled her 
eyes. 

“Shut up,” she said.

Overseeing the teamwork will be 
Stephen “Lucky” Mosko, best 
known here for conducting the excel- 
lent San Francisco Contemporary 
Music Players. Mosko’s more con- 
ventional gigs have included stints 
with the Los Angeles Philharmonic 
and the San Francisco Symphony. 

“Lucky brings a sense of formal- 
ism and rigor to how he’ll approach 
the piece,” explains Horowitz, who 
studied with Mosko at the California 
Institute of the Arts. “He has a deep 
insight into the history of this kind of 
chamber music, in which there’s 
more interaction between the con- 
ductor and the ensemble. He’s one of 
the foremost conductors of music 
where there’s way more of a role for 
him than just beating his arm — he 
has a responsibility for how it comes 
out. Lucky could make “Triple Dou- 
ble’ 20 minutes long or 10 minutes 
long, depending on how he feels at 
the time.” 


So what exactly can we expect 
from ‘Triple Double’? “It came out 
of spending the last year in the Bay 
Area improv scene as it was really 
taking off,” says Horowitz. That 
experience includes directing the 
Improvcore Orchestra and perform- 
ing with the Manufacturing of 
Humidifiers as well as Scattertactics. 
“There’s been a real renaissance here 
of bands putting out good stuff, with 
lots of fresh energetic ideas brewing. 
‘Triple Double’ is kind of a summa- 
tion of my experiences.” 

So after all this talk about impro- 
visation, “Triple Double” is basically 
an improvised piece, right? 

“Oh no,” Horowitz replies 
eamestly. “The whole thing is notat-

SYMON’S NEW BLUE DIAMONDS 


HAT HAPPENS when-you’ ve mastered the tech- 

nical prowess of your average jazz musician 

but the renegade musician inside still longs for 
something new — perhaps an original sound that draws 
on the cool and improv natures of the heaviest swing, 
while diving headlong into a hybrid sea of ska, rock, 
blues, rag, bop, R&B, and European exotica? 

If you’re Symon Michael, grand leader/composer of 
Symon’s New Blue Diamonds, you cull the cream of 
the local music crop and start a band. After tightening 
the eclectic arrangements, the next logical step is to record 
that crucial demo tape, live to 2-track DAT, if you can 
handle the rigorous process. Thusly, “sailor bob takes a 
stern approach” was born. 
| This 5-song demo is extraordinary not only for its 

superior sound quality and unusual approach toward 
composition and arrangement (the five songs in their 
entirety comprise a mere nine minutes) but for its high- 











ly animated melodic twists and boundless dynamism as 
well. It sounds almost as if cartoon characters are traips- 
ing to and fro, eternally consigned to tripping into pot- 
holes and bouncing back out on the road again, passing 
a gleeful wink and blowing the occasional tongue-kiss 
to befuddled passers-by. 

These musical snippets draw on a dementia rarely 
executed with such precision and snaky charm. From the 
incendiary guitar wailing of Jeff Kane on “I Found Out,” 
to the bebop-shredding sax slammed up against a fran- 
tic rock riff on the title track, to the minstrelsy of Old 
World gondola-groovin’ coupled with the Ringling Bros. 
dancing bears on “Cola Ann Housework,” Symon’s New 
Blue Diamonds sparkle supremely.

JOHN WESLEY HARDING @ 
WHY WE FIGHT (SIRE/REPRISE) 
Since his 1989 U.S. debut, God 
Made Me Do It: The Christmas EP, 
John Wesley Harding has borne a 
triple burden: The Dylan associa- 
tion generated by his adopted 
name, the “new Elvis Costello” 
stamp prompted by striking simi- 
larities in both vocal timbre and 
lyric-spewing tendencies, and the 
iron shield of his own righteously 
forged cynicism that made him 
less than endearing in concert. 
He's always evinced a certain 
charm, however, and on this new 
collection of 12 relentlessly ver- 
bose and tuneful songs, unobtru- 
sively produced by Steve Berlin of 
Los Lobos, Harding more often 
than not rights the balance 
between clever word-mongering 
and astute storytelling. His dense 
Narratives are aired out in jaunty, 
predominantly acoustic rock set- 
tings (with electric guitar garnish- 
es by Greg Leisz and notable con- 
tributions from Berlin, Chris 
Cacavas, and Scott Mathews), 
and his moralistic preoccupations 
with truth, justice, pretense, and 
urban decay are leavened with 
genuine compassion (“Into the 
Wind"), ironic compassion 
(“Hitler's Tears”), and (self-effac- 
ing?) commentaries on know-it- 
all-ism (“Me Against Me,” 
“Where the Bodies Are”). He still 
likes to knock people off their 
high horses (“Get Back Down”) 
and threatens to be an earnest 
pamphleteer (the album-closing 
“Come Gather Round” is almost 
a sincere humanist anthem), but 
British-born Bay Area resident 
Harding seems to have opened a 
few more windows on his over- 
worked mind, and his music is 
that much more engaging for the 
effort.

BOB DYLAN ¢ GOOD AS | BEEN 
TO YOU (COLUMBIA) 
Yes, you still have to get past the 
voice, more so than ever. What 
used to be pinched and nasal is 
now either completely impacted 
in the sinuses, muffled through 
swollen cheeks and lips, or rasped 
out from a throat full of thorns. 
But (as much as these compar- 
isons might make you cringe) like 
Frank Sinatra or Billie Holiday, Bob 
* Dylan can be an astounding inter- 
preter of song, with a natural and 
wholly original sense of phrasing 
and a devastating ability to expose 
the unprotected heart of a lyric. If 
that trait is often eclipsed by the 
intense and whimsical language 
of his own compositions, it is 
essentially the whole show on this 
bare-bones return to folk roots in 
his 50th year. His last concerts in 
the Bay Area — indeed his current 
obsession with touring week after 
week — showed Dylan‘s renewed 
commitment to the mutability of 
his songs, to the rediscovery or 
reshaping of meaning in the 
moment of performance. And 
that dedication becomes even 
more emphatic as he gets inside 
13 pre-Dylan (many pre-Woody) 
traditional and public domain 
songs — from “Sittin’ on Top of 
the World,” “Hard Times,” and 
“Tomorrow Night” to “Blackjack 
Davey,” “Diamond Joe,” “Step It 
Up and Go,” and “Froggie Went

ICE CUBE ¢ THE PREDATOR 
(PRIORITY) 


*’Syndrome ... skiddle-lee-dee-dum.” Does anyone remember the 
tale of Funkentelechy and its arch nemesis, the Placebo Syndrome? 
|t's an old story culled from the gospel of George Clinton that posits 
funk as a force either vigorously uplifting or cheerily anesthetic. But 
although George’s brilliant hypothesis was formulated at a time when 
spiritual adherence to “the one” seemed ubiquitous, the legend of 
“Sir Nose D’Voidoffunk” translates easily to other styles of music as 
well. And some 15 years hence, it's the loop Ice Cube uses to round 
out the smarmy sequel to ”Gangsta’s Fairytale.” How fitting. 

About a third of The Predator comes off similarly half-assed. 
Since hip hop infamy now allows Ice Cube entrance into various 
new social quarters, he’s been dividing his time of late among anum- 
ber of extramusical endeavors (not the least of which being star sta- 
tus in Hollywood, a town that not so long ago he condemned to 
cinders). “Gangsta’s Fairytale 2” is just one of the tracks that distin- 
guish the new LP as Cube’s attempt to capitalize on some of the 
glories of hip hop’s recent past. Throughout, there are forced pass- 
ing references to the music of the Geto Boys, Kriss Kross, Public Ene- 
my, and X-Clan, to say nothing of the silly track featuring Das EFX 
(“Check Yo Self"), where a strangely market-conscious Cube raps 
in the style of House Of Pain. 

But when he’s on his shit, as in “When Will They Shoot?” (the 
LP's sterling opener), Cube is still every bit the nigga ya love to hate. 
It’s here that he addresses the folks who rebuked him for his last 
transgression, 91's stunning Death Certificate. Needless to say, Cube 
doesn’t apologize. He chides America for “doin‘ us wrong/from the 
first day,” and then for wondering why “niggas” arm themselves 
with AK-47s. 

But Cube’s most endearing quality has never been his fearlessness 
— at least not since Kill At Will's soul-searching “Dead Homiez.” He 
probably sees it differently, but | honestly don’t care how many 
times he’s referred to the white man as a “devil” in public. Rather, 
sorta like the LL. Cool J. of, say, “Boomin’ System” or “Around the 
Way Girl,” his importance lies in his unabashed race pride and con- 
tinued willingness to bathe pretty much non-judgmentally in the 
culture that nurtured him — even if it does include arbitrary “wet- 
downs” (read: shootings). As evidenced by the serenity of “It Was a 
Good Day,” Cube’s still got friends and loved ones in places like South 
Central. And it’s a safe guess he knows they keep his tales fresh and 
compelling. 

Cube remains tough on women, of course, though not necessarily 
the ones he sleeps with. By his logic, because Ice Cube’s manager's 
a sistuh, his other sexist effluvia should be pardoned. Meanwhile, 
“Don’t Trust ‘Em” is an elaborate fable about one “big-butt” black 
widow’s newest scheme: Luring wealthy, oversexed homies into rob- 
bery/beat-downs. It’s almost an interesting listen, too, until the masked 
marauders force protagonist homey to crack open his “safe.” Yeah, 
his safe. Sounds to me like the first episode of “Lifestyles of the

When guitarists Henry Kaiser and David Lindley ventured to 
Madagascar last year, they came back with at least five discs’ worth 
of material documenting a myriad of fantastic sounds from that 
far-off, far-out African island. The first release from their abun- 
dant archive of digital audio tape, A World Out of Time: Henry 
Kaiser & David Lindley in Madagascar (Shanachie), is an ide- 
al complement to Netherlands photographer Frans Lanting’s 
breathtaking book A World Out of Time: Madagascar (Aper- 
ture, N.Y., 1990; $39.95). More than sharing a title and parallel 
cover photographs of an Antandroy tribesman holding a giant 
Aepyornis maximus egg, the book and CD lift the veil on one of 
the most isolated, most insulated, and most delightfully creative 
cultures on the globe. Lanting, a National Geographic photog- 
tapher, has captured the unique Malagasy geography, flora, fau- 
na, customs, and rituals in gorgeous color prints, from the 
chameleons that exist nowhere else in the world, to the burial, - 


disinterment, and bloodletting ceremonies of an endlessly intrigu- 
ing people. And in the music of such pop idols and legendary tra- 
ditional artists as Rossy, Rakoto Frah, Voninavoko, Mama Sana, 
Sylvestre Randafison, Mahaleo, and Roger Georges, Kaiser and 
Lindley have helped to demystify “exotic” sounds that are at 
once one-of-a-kind (thanks to instrumentation, melodies, and 
rhythms) and strangely familiar (thanks to universal elements 
beyond the cover version of “I Fought the Law”). Sold sepa- 
tately, each includes valuable introductory notes and explana- 
tory essays. 

Given the increasing dissemination of recordings and films, 
the ubiquitous influence of chef Paul Prudhomme, the publica- 
tion of such books as Ann Savoy’s Cajun Music: A Reflection 
of a People and Barry Jean Ancelet’s Cajun Music: Its Origins 
and Development and Cajun Country, and the annual migra- 
tions to Mardi Gras and the New Orleans Jazz and Heritage Fes- 
tival, the music and culture of Southwest Louisiana are far less 
foreign to most Americans than those of Madagascar. Still, many

Philip Gould’s 
Cajun Music and Zydeco (Louisiana State University Press, 
Baton Rouge, 1992; $39.95) is a ravishing collection of more than 
~ 100 color photographs — taken at festivals and concerts and in 
clubs, living rooms, and back yards — featuring the giants (Dewey 
Balfa, Dennis McGee, Canray Fontenot, D.L. Menard), the 
preservationists (Michael Doucet, Marc and Ann Savoy), and the 
upstarts (Dopsie Jr., Nathan Williams, Wayne Toups) of the 
mesmerizing accordion-fiddle-and-guitar music.

“Comedienne” Margaret Smith, 

however, hoped to escape the thou- 

sands of dollars in parking tickets 

that she had run up when she left 

her native Chicago in 1981. After 

driving east in her pickup, she was 

towed almost immediately upon 

arrival, losing all her money in the 

process, Perhaps that is why her com- 

edy has an edge to it, although native 

New Yorkers would probably just 

shrug it off as being part of every- 

day life. Smith has recovered from 

that early experience and become 

a respected stand-up comedian, 

appearing on such shows as Late 

Night With David Letterman and The Tonight Show. She was featured in Goodfellas 

and played a “nasty nurse” in The Blob. Topical, and without putting herself or other 

women down, Smith has a smart, offbeat, and somewhat cynical style that should appeal 

to anyone looking for observations with a twist. A typical Smith comment: “Misery 
loves company; if you don’t believe me, just take a look at a fly strip.”
